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Mann’s 
hope

(The following article is the last of four 
that have followed Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann along the road from his beginnings 
in Boston to his unprecedented reign as 
the longest-serving mayor in the city’s 
history.) 


Even though he could not speak a word 
at the time, it was Hyman ‘‘Honey” 
Mannevitch, lying in the bed he would 
soon die in at the V.A. Hospital in West 
Roxbury, who convinced his eldest son, 
Theodore David, he should run for 
mayor of the City of Newton in the early 
1970s. 

Honey suffered from Lou Gehrig’s 
Disease. His wife, Lillian, travelled by 
streetcar every day to visit him in the 
hospital, as did his children, Ted, Bob 
and Thelma. He could not communicate 
with them. He could only blink his eyes. 
But they visited him religiously 
nonetheless. 

Honey had already sown the seeds of 
his son’s decision. The advice he gave 
him — the advice that led him to run for 
mayor — came in bits and pieces over 
the decades before and after World War 
Il. 

Honey was the sort of ‘‘ward healer’

Judge rules for Mann

CAMBRIDGE — A Middlesex Superior 
Court judge has issued a summary judgment 
against Mayor Theodore Mann’s former 
secretary’s claim that her rights were 
violated when she was fired in 1980. 

Judge J. Harold Flannery also gave Diane 
Ossinger another chance, before making his 
summary judgment official, to reassess her 
position and ‘‘to state a claim upon which 
relief may be granted.”” 

Ossinger was fired after Newton Police 
charged her with stealing at least $24,000 in 
paychecks from the mayor over a period of 
two years. She was found guilty by a judge in 
Newton District Court and later, after at- 
torney Thomas Troy came to her defense, 
vindicated by a jury in Middlesex Superior 
Court. 

Ossinger then filed a $1 million suit against

(The vote 
spread of 200 y increased to 
1,300 two years later, when he 
went up against Carmen again.) 

The first thing the new mayor 
did when he learned he had won 











was to race to the VA Hospital to 
tell his dad. “I don’t know 
whether he really knew what I 
was saying to him or not,’ the 
mayor said, looking back. “We'll 
never know, but I sensed when I 
looked at him ... his eyes ... that 
there was recognition the day I 
was elected mayor. He was very 
proud. Newton has always been a 
quality city and, for his son to be 
the mayor of such a quality 
think he would be — I think he is 
very proud of that.”’ 

Only a matter of months later, 
while he was walking up the steps 
of Our La Church in the an- 
nual procession of the St. Carmen 
Festival, the mayor was inform- 
ed that his father had died. He 
had been invited to deliver a pro- 
clamation, and, as he 'S now, 
“T went through with my part of 
the program." 

Ted Mann’s reign as mayor, 
which, after the coming un- 
contested four-year term, will be 
the longest of any mayor in the ci- 
ty’s history, got off to a very 
rough start. “The very night I 
took office,” he recalls, ‘we had 

























the worst ice storm you could 
ever remember. Cars couldn't 
drive. You couldn't walk the 
streets. And my first decision

He consulted with DPW Com- 
missioner Bill Pratt. “It was an 
over-the-holiday weekend. I was 
sworn in on a Saturday, which 
meant that City Hall was closed. 

“At that time, we didn’t have 
round-the-clock service with peo- 
ple answering the phones. So, I, 
along with several friends and 
several campaign workers, came 
to City Hall and we manned the 
phones there to service our con- 
stituency as we were bailing out 
of the worst ice storm I can ever 
remember. 

“That was my first problem.” 

There were other problems 
screaming for the attention of the 
city's new chief executive. The 
city’s population was changing, 
getting older and demanding dif- 
ferent services. The school 
population, in a system that was 
rated as one of the best in the 
country, was declining, requiring 
a radically different approach to 
financing public education. 

A couple of years into his 
mayoralty, a campaign to limit a 
municipality's ability to tax real 
property was born. A 4 percent 
tax cap preceded the passage of 
Proposition 2% by several years. 
It was a time when all the tradi- 
tional thinking in municipal 
government had to be reassess- 
ed,

great mayors,’ he says. “My 
predecessors are responsible for 
making the city what it was. I 
had good building blocks behind 
me. The things I was able to do, I 
was only able to do because of the 
things that were done prior. That 
made it easier for me to step into 
these situations.” 

Given the limit put on 
revenues, the mayor had to en- 
courage creative solutions to pro- 
blems at which former ad- 
ministrations might have been 
tempted simply to throw money. 
Instead of limiting services in the 
face of dwindling revenues, he in- 
sisted on ‘‘being more creative, 
consolidating services, attaining 
greater productivity finding 
ways to do more with less.” 

The challenge of maintaining 
the city’s fiscal health in an in- 
singly hostile environment 
has been the mayor’s top priority 
over the yea “Financial 
resource management is the big- 
gest problem I have,’’ he said, 
“because everything else flows 
from that.” 

His second biggest problem is 
helping the city’s residents to 





















understand the brutal reality of 
the city’s financial needs — con-

“You can’t just stand 
even 1. 'You either fall back or you 
go ahead. You don't keep a 
business on an even keel without 
having an eye peeled on the 
future.” 

One measure of the success his 
unique approach to municipal 
management has achieved can 
be found in the city’s maintaining 
its AAA bond rating, despite the 
pressures of Proposition 2%. 
Newton is one of only 20 cities in 
the entire country that can boast 
of so much confidence in its bond 
issues. 

Other indications of the success 
Ted Mann has enjoyed by adap- 
ting his native expertise to 
municipal management can be 
found in a veritable laundry list 
of offices, honors and other kudos 
with which he has been recogniz- 
ed. The man who, as a youth, 
claimed the presidency of the 
Clippers Athletic Club, in Dor- 
chester, as his first elected office, 








has been head of just about every 
organization in the state that 
relates to municipal government. 

Formerly the longest-serving 
president of the Mass Mayors 
Association, Mann has recently 
been picked to head the parent 
organization, the Mass Municipal 
Association. The chief executive 
of one of the country’s ‘“All- 
America Cities” has circulated in 
the upper echelons of the Na- 
tional Conference of Mayors and 
has been cited for his contribu- 
tions with numerous awards. 

He is well-known for his work 
as head of the Middlesex County 
Advisory Board and largely 
credited for forcing a modicum of 
efficiency onto county govern- 
ment. 

He recently received the Harry 
S. Truman Award from the State 
of Israel for his successful pro- 
motion of Israeli bonds. He has 
received ‘distinguished service” 
and ‘Man of the Year” awards 
from virtually every organiza- 
tion to which he has belonged and 
from many with which his con- 
tact has been minimal 

The man whose formal educa- 
tion virtually ceased when he 
graduated from Roxbury 
Memorial High School, just 
before World War II, even holds a 
Ph.D. in Public Administration 
from New England School of Law

While the man who grew up in 
politics admits he enjoys the 
challenge of a campaign, he in- 
sists, “I enjoy more the op- 
portunity I now have to do the 
things I feel are important. I can 
expend that energy working for 
the city. I’m on that euphoric 
trail of building a program six 
months earlier than I would have 
been able to, and, for that, I'm 
grateful 

“I'm sufficently challenged. I 
don’t need a political campaign 
or the sound of the bell to let me 
know I’m in the ring. I'm in the 
ring all the time.” 

Judging from his own words, it 
s like Ted Mann might well 
in the ring”’ for a long time 
While a handful of mayoral 
aspirants are tentatively organiz- 
ing for a campaign in 1989, when 
they think the field will be an 
open one, the mayor implies that 
their predictions might be way 
off base. 

“T guess there is life after being 
mayor, but I can't countenance it 
right now,” he said. ‘Making 
money, in itself, doesn’t interest 
me. In terms of comparison, the 

remuneration on this job has 
been very meager ($38,500 a 
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year). It has been unrewarding 
from that point of view. 

“T don’t have any grand plans 
for what I’m going to be. I have 
grand plans for what I’d like 
Newton to be. I think I’m really 
intertwined, in my lifestyle, with 
what I see for Newton in the next 
10 years 

“I'm doing things that I like to 
do every day. I have a different 
challenge every day. It’s the best 
job for me. I can’t think of 
another opportunity that would 
offer the same challenge.”’ 

Asked, in his office, if those 
words meant he would ‘‘die at his 
desk,’ Mann smiled wryly and 
said, ‘‘There are some people 
who would like that sooner than 
later.

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Hotel/motel tax approved 


NEWTON Years of persistence on the part of 
Mayor Theodore Mann have finally paid off in a 
way he hopes will provide the city with “crucial 
fiscal flexibility’’ while helping to keep property 
taxes down 

The hotel/motel excise tax legislation he kept 
submitting to Beacon Hill annually for the past four 
or five years won the approval of the legislature 
recently as part of a ‘Boston bailout.’ While the 
Garden City is not yet in need of ‘‘a bailout,” the 
mayor contends that revenues from the new 
hotel/motel tax will prove crucial to the city’s 
finances over the years 

The new legislation allows cities to add a local ex- 
cise tax of four percent to every room bill. 
“Prelimina estimates indicate that the revenue 
generated from this new law will be in excess of 
$70,000 a month," the mayor stated. “The im- 
portance of a revenue source of this magnitude can 
not be underestimated in relation to our long term 
fiscal health." 

In the immediate future, Mann said he hopes to 
earmark the new revenues to help finance the con- 
struction of a new main library. A fund that would 
reserve all revenues from the sale or rental of 
surplus city buildings for library construction has 
already been approved by the aldermen 

In the long run, according to Mann, the revenues 
from the hotel/motel tax will be used to offset a 
drastic reduction in federal funds that come to the 
city from the revenue sharing program. In July, 
congress resolved that revenue sharing should be 
eliminated from the federal budget for fiscal year 
1987, 





Rape probe continues 

WEST NEWTON An ongoing intra- 
departmental investigation into rape allegations 
against two Newton police officers may be com- 
pleted by the end of this week, according to Police 
Chief William F. Quinn. 

Quinn said his office is now in the process of 
negot.ating what sort of punishment the two of- 
ficers will receive. 

Several weeks ago, the Middlesex District At- 
torney's office decided not to seek indictments 
against Officers Thomas M. Cloonan Jr. and Robert 
T. Keefe in connection with the rape which alleged- 
ly occurred on July 17. Paul Richardson, speaking 
for the DA’s office id the alleged victim of the in- 
cident refused to testify 

The Newton Police Department went ahead with 
its own internal investigation to determine if the of- 
ficers allegedly involved in the incident violated 
any departmental rules of conduct.

NEWTON — Frustrated by their inability to br- 
ing the issue before the voters, supporters of a 
moratorium on commercial construction are ask- 
ing the Board of Alderman to attach a public opi- 
nion survey to the November ballot. 

“In general terms, this is a non-binding referen- 
dum question,’’ moratorium leader Thomas Paulini 
said. ''We want to show that we have overwhelming 
support in the city for the moratorium issue,” 

The request for the survey question became 
necessary, Paulini edded, after the Law Depart: 
ment turned down aprevious request that an in 
Iiative petition be placed on the ballot, 

The initiative petition would have given voters 
direct input into zoning ordinance changes, The 
Law Departinent, daying state law prohibited that, 
ruled against the petition 

Paulini said the survey question is a way to bide 
time until the board either passes new zoning or 
dinances, of the public can vote on the initiative 

He added the next step would be to take the case 
to court 

"We could take the cage to court and win hands 
down right now,” Paulini said, ‘The problem is, tt 
is already too late to wet the initiative on the ballot 
this November, so we will wait and see what 
develops.’ 
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Fourth mailman arrested 


NEWTON — A fourth Newton letter carrier was 
arrested on drug charges in Newton District Court 
after he turned himself in last week to postal in- 
spectors at the South Postal Annex in Boston 

John F. Considine, 33, of Hyde Park, pleaded not 
guilty to charges of possession of cocaine with in- 
tent to distribute and conspiracy to violate controll- 
ed substance laws. He was released on personal 
recognizance and a probable cause hearing was 
scheduled for Oct. 29. 

Newton Police Detective Sgt. Arthur Fryar, who 
has participated in the investigation, said no more 
arrests are being sought at this time 

“As far as we're concerned, this is it for right 
now,’’ said Fryar. 

Considine worked out of the Newton Centre post 
office along with Frederick Hinckley, 36, of Roslin- 
dale, who was also arraigned and who allegedly 
conspired with Considine to sell the drugs. 

Two other letter carriers, Joseph Faletra, 28, of 
Somerville, and Edward T. Rock Jr., , Of 
Westwood, were also arraigned Monday on charges 
of possession of drugs with intent to distribute. Both 
men worked out of the Newtonville post office 

All four men have been suspended without pay by 
the postal service. 





Daley balks at appointment 


UPPER FALLS — Saying he wants the Board of 
Aldermen to keep tabs on the appointment or reap- 
pointment of candidates for committees and funds, 
Alderman Paul Daley is asking the board to recon- 
sider the appointment of Herbert Kliger as trustee 
of the Read and Eliot Funds — both established in 
the late 1800s for charitable services 

“In the last two-and-one-half years,’ Daley said, 
“the board has taken a posture that any candidate 
for any board or panel deserves the right to be in- 
terviewed, and the aldermen deserve the right to 
conduct that interview. This did not happen with 
Mr. Kliger.”” 

Daley said the motion to reconsider Kliger's ap- 
pointment ‘‘was nothing personal. It had nothing to 
do with Kliger,”’ he said. ‘It was just procedural.” 

Daley did say, however, he was concerned 
Kliger’s ‘‘personal interests’ might interfere with 
his ability to perform his duties as trustee. 

Commenting on Daley’s motion, Kliger said ‘‘It 
was something for the board to decide.’’ He added 
there was something ‘‘personal’’ between himself 
and Daley, but refused to elaborate. 


ZRC strengthens zoning code 


NEWTON — Responding to what they see as un- 
checked commercial development in the city, the 
Zoning Review Committee (ZRC) last week voted 
to approve the concept of threshold ordinances. 


According to committee Chairman Richard 
Bullwinkle, the threshold ordinance — based on a 
similar regulation in Needham — is designed to 
limit commercial development by requiring in- 
creasing levels of aldermanic approval according 
to a development’s square footage 


The threshold ordinance, in essence, would put 
more power in the hands of elected officals to con- 
trol development, 


According to Bullwinkle, developments of bet. 
ween 5,000 and 20,000 sq. ft, in Needham require a 
site plan approval, while those over 20,000 aq, ft, re 
quire 4 special permit. He added the ZRC is only use 
ing those figures as a model and will come up with 
their own standards that apply to Newton's needa 


A site-plan approval, said Bullwinkle, comes 
after the board looks at a proposed development 
and it's effect on the surrounding neighborhood 
Once voted on, a site-plan approval requires only a 
majority of the board's vote for passage 


A special permit, on the other hand, requires two- 
thirds to three-quarters approval, depending on 
neighborhood reaction

NEWTON — Chief Assessor Robert Palmer has a 
different idea of what a ‘photo album” should con 
tain. Instead of snapshots of smiling aunts and 
uncles, Palmer is thinking more along the line of 
plots of land — 26,000 of them, 

Palmer is no fool. He realizes that 26,000 pictures 
would create quite a mess, As a result, he is asking 
the Board of Alderman to approve his plan to 
photograph the city’s land parcels and put them on 
laser disks for ‘‘quick and easy reference.” 

“In order to expedite the 1987 property revalua 
tion,’’ Palmer says, ‘'I would like to be able to cross 
reference the data we already have in our computer 
system with pictures of the individual properties 
That way we will be better able to deal with some of 
the problems that come up." 

Palmer says the $98,000 allocation will enable 
him to increase his department's efficiency 

“Instead of having to send an assessor out to 
check out a complaint that a property is over 
valued, we can call up information on the property 
as well as a picture of the property and that of sur 
rounding property and compare them. It will speed 
up the process and allow our assessors to do other 
things. I think it will, in the long run, save some 
money."’ 

The way things stand, Palmer has on file ‘‘a few" 
photograplis of property left over from the 1979 
revaluation. He says those on file are in such disar- 
ray a whole new system has to be created 

Though he hasn’t put together a cost analysis, 
Palmer has no difficulty justifying his project 

“We want to give the people a better product,’’ he 
ys. “There is clearly a need to revamp our 
em and I think this is the best way.”’ 

Palmer describes the technology involved as 
“simple.” 

“There’s not much to it, really,’’ he says of the 
needed equipment. “All you need is a television 
screen and a disk player. Instead of putting on a 
John Wayne movie, we will put in pictures of pro 
perty that we can randomly access and call up 
when we need to.” 
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He adds taking the photographs will be the most 
difficult task 

“I figure that, once passed, it will take a couple of 
months to take the photos. 26,000 pictures is quite a 
large number.” 

In addition to the disk player and the 
photography, Palmer's plan includes money to up 
date his existing software to accomodate the new 
data provided on the disks 

Palmer says the new technology will add to what 
he calls, ‘the most advanced state of the art assess 
ing departinent in perhaps the country.’ 
hough he is increasing his department's 
technological capabiliti Palmer was quick to 
point out that he was not trying to replace his staff. 

“This system will help us maintain our records, 
he says. ‘I doubt that there are any computers that 
can go out in the field and evaluate a property or 
deal with an angry property owner,”

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Moratorium drive 
lacks real direction 


The idea of placing a moratorium on 
development continues to crop up, town by 
town, throughout the region. In Newton, 
one group wants the issue to be put to a 
vote on the November ballot. In Walpole, 
the moratorium question may wind up on 
the fall warrant. In Dedham, some seek a 
halt to retail building. 


It’s not surprising that some residents 
have an emotional ‘‘Enough!”’ reaction to 
development. But the issues of planning, 
growth and zoning — all critical to the 
future of the cities and towns — won’t yield 
to simple yes or no answers. 


The squabble in Newton over putting a 
moratorium question on the ballot has no 
real point beyond the desire of anti- 
development leaders to build political sup- 
port for their position. 


The ballot box is ideally suited for elec- 
ting leaders, but poorly suited for deciding 
complex questions of public policy such as 
land use. Putting the question to a referen- 
dum, even a non-binding one, would 
achieve little, and would lend credence to 
the misapprehension that popular senti- 
ment can directly determine zoning policy. 


It can’t, which was the essence of the 
Newton city solicitor’s initial decision to 
block a binding referendum on the 
moratorium issue. 


Likewise, members of town meetings 
can debate the issue up and down, but in 
most cases are poorly equipped to effect 
development standards which are fair, 
legal and economically sound. 


No doubt about it, commerical growth 
has brought growing pains to Newtown, 
Dedham, Walpole and other towns 
throughout the region. Rapid development 
stresses municipal services, creates con- 
gestion and alters the character of 
neighborhoods. 


But trying to stop growth dead can 
threaten prosperity and can lead to expen- 
sive and ultimately fiiile court battles. 
Nor can there be a blanket ‘‘yes.”’ Fair and 
effective controls are needed. 


A moratorium can ultimately stampede 
developers, which will affect the city’s tax 
base, putting a greater burden on residen- 
tial property owners. At present, ironically 
enough, Newton city officials have 
remarked that the mere suggestion of a 
moratorium has encouraged developers to 
file an unprecedented number of 
perimeter plans, which automatically puts 
their foot in the door. 


Residents have every right to be con- 
cerned, and to demand that public officials 
protect their future. They should demand 
that mayors, selectmen and other public 
officials explain their positions on develop- 
ment. They have the right and the power to 
work against candidates who stand oppos- 
ed to their wishes, even though there is a 
dearth of challengers in this fall’s city 
election. 


But in organizing for their cause, they 
should reserve the ballot box for more ap- 
propriate uses than polling public opinion 
on complicated issues.

Larger goals? Ulterior motives? 

“Our aim,” declared Soviet 
Chief Leonid Brezhnev in 1973 in 
Prague, ‘‘is to gain control of the 
two great treasure houses on which 
the west depends-the energy 
treasure house of the Persian Gulf 
and the mineral treasure house of 
central and southern Africa.” 


Soviet meddling in the Middle 
st is well documented. As for 
Target 2, South Africa and 
Namibia, alone in the world except 
for the Soviet Union, are rich in 
certain rare strategic minerals 
critical to America’s missile and 
aricraft production. With them in 
enemy hands, US defenses are 
crippled 





It is less well-known that the 
African National Congress, 
spearheading the fight against 
apartheid, is Soviet-dominated and

whites know this; we don’t seem to 
care. 

TV correspondents are silent 
about the fomenting of riots or pro- 
vocations against police; it is 
easier to film away at ‘‘spon- 
taneous” crowds and police setting 
upon them.

According to Newton resident 
Dale Koppel, author of a book on 
singles and an adult education 
entrepreneur, ‘‘one of the 
favorite theories is that the peo- 
ple in Boston are so cold.” 

But what it really boils down to, 
she says, is many singles are 
afraid to take risks. ‘A lot of 
women in particular spend half 
their life going places, but not 
taking risks,"’ she says. 

In fact, one of the main points 
in her book ‘Where to Go and 
What to Do When You're Single 
and Living In and Around 
Boston”’ is ‘‘to give advice on how 
to meet people, not just where to 


go. 

“Risk-taking ability, that’s 
essential,’ states Koppel, who is 
currently involved in her second 
marriage 

If ‘‘people’s primary goal is to 
meet people,”’ then she suggests 
they join a dating service, place 
personal ads, go places alone, 
maximize potential situations, 
strike up conversations 
whenever possible 

Koppel's book is essentially a 
resource guide that includes in- 
formation on dating bars, singles 
groups, support services, special 
interest groups and publications.

will serve as a tool for 
“minimizing the city’s exposure 
to costly liability claims, con- 
trolling the growth in recurring 
annual maintenance and opera- 
tions costs and enhancing the ci- 
ty’s access to capital markets.”

The city is eligible for grant

Price of new library is $12 million Judge backs Mann 
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hotel/motel excise tax, which 
will bring in revenues estimated 
at over $70,000 a month. 

Mann's letter to the full board 
requests two appropriations 
described as ‘essential to the 
well-coordinated and deliberate 
implementation of the new 
library project.” 

The largest of the requests 
totals $250,000 from the city’s 
surplus building fund for the 
preliminary design and 
specifications of the new facility. 
Mann also asked for a $30,000 ap- 
propriation from surplus to pay 
for an in-house project manager 
to coordinate the library effort. 


“Preliminary design will pro- 
vide architectural renderings, in- 
titial site specifications and a 
detailed cost analysis. The 
availability of these plans will 
facilitate private fundraising and 
the pursuit of state funds,” ac- 
cording to the mayor. 

The $250,000 appropriation re- 
quest represents approximately 
30 percent of ‘‘the total an- 
ticipated design and engineering 
costs’’ and ‘‘will only serve to 
enhance and better inform public 
discussion about a new library,” 
Mann added. 

He said he intends to create the 
position of in-house ‘‘Library 
Project Manager” on a contrac- 
tural basis and eliminate the job 
once the library is built. 


“A project of this magnitude, final design for a new library 


coupled with the existing facility on the undeveloped

“In order to meet the timetable 
of a 1987 construction start ... itis 
essential that the board give 
these two appropriation requests 
immediate consideration,’’ he 
said. 

“Financial planning, facility 
design and construction of a new 
main library represent a most 
formidable challenge. However, 
by moving ahead with the con- 
sensus plan of the Main Library 
Committee in a cooperative 
fashion, I am confident that we 
will build a 2ist century library 
facility to serve future genera- 
tions of our city,” Mann added

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without power to hire his executive secretary as 
a Civil Service employee in the absence of authority” granted by 


either state statute or the city charter. ‘“The absence of such authori- 
ty is fatal to the plaintiff's claim.” 

Regarding Ossinger’s claim that she should have been given notice 
of her dismissal under the terms of the city charter, Flannery stated 
that she did not qualify for the status she claimed. The section of the 
charter she cited applies to “city officers, department heads and 
members of the city agencies for whom no other method of appoint- 
ment... is provided by the charter 

The judge stated, ‘The mayor's executive secretary does not fall 
within these positions of the executive branch."’ He also pointed out 
that Mann erred when, in the February 22, 1972, letter, he promised 
her the protection of Civil Service and the city charter to which she 
was not entitled. “The mayor was without power to change the status 
of his executive secretary's position without the authority to do so," 
he stated 

Judge Flannery also denied Ossinger’s civil rights claim, in which 
she alleged there was a Violation of due process in her being fired. He 
stated that such a claim is only valid when the plaintiff is entitled to 
“continuing job tenure. The plaintiff did not possess such a claim of 
entitlement.” 

Flannery observed that Ossinger made the mistake of seeking 
relief ‘through remedies that do not apply to her.”’ But he added that 
there might well be some remedy that does apply to her. 

‘I do not rule out the possibility that the plaintiff may be able to 
make out a cognizable claim against the defendant,’’ Flannery 
stated, and he proceded to suggest just where such a applicable 
remedy might be found in her own complaint 

“There may be the kernel of one in paragraph 25 of her amended 
complaint, for example, which may be read to allege a breach of an 
employment agreement between the parties," he stated. ‘The defen- 
dant is entitled to summary judgment with respect to the entirety of 
the action against him, but among the inappropriate theories may 
lurk a viable claim.”

NEWTON — Ward 3 Alderman-at-Large Robert L. Tennant, runn- 
ing without opposition for the second consecutive election, will begin 
his twelfth term on the Board of Aldermen in January.

Q: How do you feel about your uncontested status? 

A: Disappointed. I think opposition is good for the soul. It gets you 
on your toes, brings out the issues and generally makes everyone 
more alert. A little argument and debate is good for everything. 


Q: What accomplishment were you most proud of during the last 
term? 

A: I would say the creation of additional housing through my work 
as chairman of the Administration & Planning Committee. The ob- 
vious need for a reduction of taxes has always been a goal of mine, 
particularly in the business sector. 


Q: What one goal do you have for the upcoming term? 

A: The reduction of taxes both for residents and businesses. I think 
that citizens, in general, end up bearing the brunt of these costs. The 
taxes get passed down. This hurts the pocketbook of everybody in the 
street. 


Q: Should aldermen and School Committee members be paid for 
their work and, if so, how much? ’ 

A: [have consistently voted against any kind of compensation for 
aldermen and School Committee members because I felt that, in as 
much as J had seven children taking up a lot of space in the city, I ow- 
ed the city more than the average person did. Therefore, I felt that it 
was my public duty to more or less contribute in some way to the city. 
Thonestly feel that an unpaid position produces a better person. 


Q: Do you think the city needs a moratorium on commercial 
development until the zoning laws are evised? 

A: Any sort of a moratorium is definitely going to hurt the average 
citizen of the city in view of the fact that, without the growth of 
income-producing properties, taxes would have to go higher. I 
believe the Zoning Review Committee will do the job better by rid- 
ding the city of antiquated zoning laws. 


Q: Does the city need a new library and, if so, where do you think it 
slic’ tld be located? i 

4: There is no doubt, in my opinion, that we do need a new facility. I 
have been somewhat negative in reference to it because I’m not sure 
of the financial procedures that should be taken to furnish the money 
that’s needed. I’m awaiting the mayor's explanation as to how he in- 
tends to finance it. I definitely believe that the city should not bear the 
full brunt of this and that a private fundraising campaign is needed.

Q: How do you feel about your 
uncontested status? 

A: At one time, when I was first 
being elected in the city, I always 
thought that being uncontested 
was probably a disservice to the 
electorate because I think com- 
petition brings out the best in 
everybody. But sometimes, now 
that I’ve grown older, I’m 
thankful that I don’t have to cam- 
paign to keep my seat. I try to 
look at it philosophically and tell 
myself that people are satisfied 
with me. 


Q: What accomplishment are 
you most proud of during the last 
term? 

A: On land use matters, I’m 
rather proud of the fact that the 
majority of our decisions turned 
out the way I would have wanted 
them to. They were reasonable 
and acceptable when I think 
about it in terms of the overall 
two years. 


Q: What one goal do you have 
for the upcoming term? 


A: I would like to be a part of 
any gains that we might make in 
creating more rental housing in 
the city. I would also like to see 
some zoning changes. I don’t 
think they need to be drastic, but 
just some adjustments are 
necessary. Since we have such a 
large surplus, I would like to see 
the schools be able to get most of 
the things they ask for within 
reason. This year’s surplus in- 
dicates that if there was any 
shortage in the schoo! program, 
perhaps some of the things we 
didn’t do could have been done. I 
think we can scrutinize their 
budget a little more fairly 
without overdoing it. 


Q: Should aldermen and School 
Committee members be paid for 
their work and, if so, how much? 

A: Absolutely. I have no pro- 
blem with either of them being 
paid. As far as I’m concerned, 
$3,000 is a fairly reasonable level. 
The job does take time and I don’t 
see any reason why, if the law 
allows for it, they can’t get some 
kind of compensation. 

Q: Do you think the city needs a 
moratorium on commercial 
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development until the zoning 
laws are revised? 


A: NoI don’t. I think that, bas- 
ed on the decision that we have 
made as a Board of Aldermen 
and a member of Land Use for a 
number years, I think where we 
have the problems is in those 
zones that now exist where peo- 
ple can build as a matter of right, 
but I don’t think we should shut 
down the city because of it. 
Perhaps we could have gone 
right to it and corrected those 
things by getting the city planner 
to point out the problem areas. 
We didn’t have to go through a 
two or three-month waiting 
period to do that. 


Q: Does the city need a new 
library and, if so, where do you 
think it should be located? 


A: I think we're a fine city and, 
by all means, we should have a 
new library. As to where it’s go- 
ing to be located, essentially, I 
am of the opinion that as long as 
we are closing public buildings 
and disposing of them, we should 
use them. Perhaps opportunities 
have passed us where we could 
use one of them as the home for a 
new library. 

My position is that, if it’s 
humanly possible, we should use 
one of the other buildings we 
have. The only place left 
available is Warren Junior High 
School. I’m in favor of it simply 
because you can develop a first- 
rate library there to serve our 
needs and do it for $4 or $5 million 
less than a brand new library. 

I believe that the issue of where 
the library will be is going to be 
more controversial than getting 
the money to put it together. 
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in many more hours in a day than 
the average person does. I'll get 
into a ‘work race’ with anybody 
30 to 40 years my junior. Most of 
them have trouble keeping up 
with me.

His annual 
prayer breakfast amounts to an 
extremely well-orchestrated 
“minyan’’ involving more than 
1,000 members. 


That he perpetuates his 
father’s belief in ‘‘service”’ as the 
measure of a man’s worth is ob- 
vious to anyone who has turned to 
him in need. ‘‘For him (Honey) to 
know that, last week, I helped get 
someone into a hospital or a nurs- 
ing home, that’s my father’s 
business,’’ The mayor said 
recently. ‘‘That’s right where he 
lives.”

How 
would you go about doing 
this?

Some people think that having 
a constantly rising income is the 
most important ingredient in 
financial planning. Well, it might 
be nice to earn a six-figure salary 


but if you spend it all in the 
course of a year, you're no fur- 
ther ahead in December than you 
were the previous January. And 
treating your personal finances 
as a business makes it a lot easier 
to remember that in the long run, 
what you save is more important 
than what you earn. 

I would suggest that you start 
with a Personal Financial State- 
ment that list your assets (what 
you own) and your liabilities 
(what you owe). The diffrence 
between these two figures is your 
net worth. And the ultimate ob- 
jective of the long-range plan you 
formulate should be to increase 
your net worth 

The next step is to put together 
a cash-flow chart. This will show 
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your income, and will also show 
your expenses, Done on a mon- 
thly basis, it will give you an ex- 
cellent idea of where your dollars 
go — and will show you which ex- 
penses you make will allow you to 
increase the amount you save. 

Any business needs a business 
plan — so do you. The effect of 
the plan should be mirrored in a 
projected Financial Staternent 
and changing it year by year to 
show what effect your long-range 
plan (for example, the amount 
you saved or invested) should 
have on your net worth. 

Theses suggestions (although 
brief and incomplete) will give 
you some idea of the positive im- 
pact that good planning can have 
on your finances.

“The price of labor remains 
high compared to the price of 
actual goods,’’ he said. ‘‘And 
people more and more often 
just don’t want to wait for 
somebody else to install 
something. They want to do it 
themselves, and enjoy doing 
ates 

Perhaps most crucial to the 
revolution has been the in- 
crease in consumer con- 
fidence. 

“People were forced by 
labor costs to install their own 
faucets and pipes. They now 
know they can do these things. 
They have the courage to try 
again.” 

The do-it-yourself genre 
stores provide not only the 
equipment — neatly packaged 
with ample instructions — but 
offer the expertise. 

“We have a 30-foot rack 
stocked with nothing but in- 
structive, how-to type books, 
said Wells. ‘We also have 
members of our staff who will 
answer any questions.

So 
you no longer see the plain 
boxes. There's more informa- 
tion on the box, and it’s more 
related to the consumer than 
the contractor. 

“Let's face it, a plumber 
doesn’t need instructions to 
put in a vanity, but a consumer 
does. Some faucets now even 
come with floppy record 
player disks. You play the 
record for instructions on in- 
stalling the equipment.

Favorite projects? 

“Most people seem to be go- 
ing heavily into bathroom 
remodeling. Toilets, tubs and 
sinks are fairly simple objects 
and do not require com- 
plicated plumbing. Besides, 
there are new methods that 
simplify hookup procedures. 

“Outdoor decks continue to 
be popular. Now you can buy 
the pressure-treatred lumber, 
straight cut to specific dimen- 
sions. All you do is hammer 
the lumber together.””

— Get two or three bids for the 
work you need, but don’t blindly 
accept the lowest.

Have a thorough 
understanding of the quality of 
material and the workmanship 
required. 


— Get everything in writing, in- 
cluding what the contractor will 
and won't do — such as daily

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Residents’ teamwork saves motorist

NEWTON Social worker Barry 
Anechiarico and psychologist Daniel 
Kriegman have worked together for years to 
help troubled people overcome their emo- 
tional problems. 


Last week, their long history of teamwork 
paid off when the two residents freed a 
seriously injured Brockton man pinned in 
the crushed hulk of his overturned van. 


“Dan and I have been partners, in a sense, 
for years. We consider ourselves sort of a 
team. So, it’s interesting that we sort of 
teamed up again in this situation. I attribute 
it to team spirit,’’ Anechiarico, a Lower 
Falls resident, said last week. 


The heroic rescue occurred as the 34-year- 
old men made the typical morning commute 
to their jobs at the Massachusetts Treatment 
Center for Sex Offenders in Bridgewater. 
Anechiarico is the center's clinical program 
manager and Kriegman, who lives in Oak 
Hill, is the director of training and supervi- 
sion. 

“We were driving south in the middle lane 
on Route 24 near Brockton. There was a red 
van in the right lane and a sedan in the left 
They both merged into the center lane at the 
same time and collided. They were both try- 
ing to regain control and kept banging into 
each other,”’ Anechiarico recalled 

“The sedan did a number of 360s, complete 
spins, and ended up in the median. Mean-

while, the red van was swerving back and 
forth. It finally lost control, spun three times 
and ended up on the side of the road upside 
down on its roof,’ he said 

Anechiarico’s vehicle was about five car 
lengths behind the chaotic ene. He and 
Kriegman pulled over and ran across the 
highway to the overturned van during a gap 
in the heavy rush hour traffic. 

“We were the first ones on the scene for a 
good couple of minutes. It was a pretty tough 
situation. We weren't sure whether the van 
would catch fire. There w oil dripping 
from the engine. The windows were totally 
smashed," Anechiarico said 















The driver, Robert A. Hanflig, was also in 
bad shape. 

“Blood was pouring out his nose and his 
foot was trapped underneath the steering 
column. He was yelling, ‘Help me, get me 
out of here. Why did they do this to me?’ He 
was sort of delirious, but he kept crying for 
help,’’ according to Anechiarico 





“The van looked totally unstable, Nobody 
was doing anything to help, so I finally decid 
ed to crawl in the broken window on the 
passenger side and try to free this guy's leg 
It was really crushed under there," he said. 

Anechiarico struggled with a crowbar to 
try to relieve the pressure on Hanflig’s 
damaged limb, but soon realized he could not 
budge the twisted metal without help. 

“T yelled, ‘Somebody get another crowbar 
and help me get him out,’"’ he said 

That’s when Kriegman, the other half of 
the ‘‘team,”’ climbed in the driver's side win- 
dow to help his “‘partner.”’ 

The strength of both men finally freed 
Hanflig at the almost exactly the same mo- 
ment an ambulance arrived. 

“T asked him, ‘How is it?’ and he said, ‘I'm 
in a lot of pain, but I'm happy my foot is out 
because that was scaring me the most.’ He 
ended up with his foot pretty smashed up. 
The ambulance attendants were very 
careful in moving him,” Anechiarico said 

The two men finished the commute to 
work, unaware they would later be dubbed 
“her " for their efforts 

“It's interesting the thoughts that lingered 
with me. I wish I could have done more for 
him sooner. People weren't sure what to do. 
The guy was suffering in such a horrible 
way. I just wish that it didn’t happen to him, 
but I’m glad I was able to help,”’ Anechiarico 
said 

‘People are saying that we're heros, but I 
just feel as though we did what had to be 
done,"' he added.

NEWTON — ‘Books are always important to 
magicians,’’ declares Hank Lee, magician and 
owner of the Magic Factory in Boston. A special 
selection of objects from Lee's ‘‘Magic Factory"’ 
will be exhibited at the Newton Free Library, 414

“A magician can buy one million tricks or one 
book,’’ says Lee, who started with magic as most 
do, with a small magic trick he bought when he 
was a youngster. Today his business is 10 years 
old. 

Lee’s customers, professionals and amateur 
dabblers in the art of Blackstone, Houdini and 
Henning, come from all walks of life and mail in 
order requests from all parts of the world. 

Lee and the Magic Factory offer much more 
than the standard magic shop fare. For starters, 
callers telephone him from all over for his 
recommendations for magical entertainment for 
events ranging from children’s birthday parties 
to business conventions. 

Through it all, Lee takes time to amaze and 
entertain customers with his own brand of 
magic. He says he’ll never overlook the op- 
portunity to perform, because being a magician 
takes him back to roots. That’s where it all 
started, the tricks, the routines and the realiza- 
tion that there was money to be made with the 
right kind of magical wholesale and mail order 
business. 

Currently, Lee says, the Magic Factory is one 


of the nation’s top 10. The demand from magic 
shop proprietors and magicians for Lee's 
thousands of effects is so great that he has open- 
ed his own manufacturing operation to produce 
some of the more popular items.

Tiger defense must improve

NEWTON — There’s depth at 
running back, questions at 
quarterback and receiver, but 
it’s not the offense that concerns 
Coach Peter Capodilupo in the 
early days of Newton North foot- 
ball practice. 

Rather, the coach is more con- 
cerned about a defense that 
allowed teams to ‘‘average five 
yards a carry on first down last 
year. One of our goals is to be bet- 
ter defensively on first down.” 

The Tigers have a week of 
practice, and defense is where 
the emphasis lies. With 80 can- 
didates out and several freshmen 
joining during the past few days, 
Capodilupo is encouraged with 
what he’s seen so far. 

“We seem to be stronger than 
we were last year,’’ said the 
second-year coach. ‘‘The kids 
have been working on weights. 
We tried to stress that during the 
off-season.”’ 

The off-season emphasis on 
building strength has to pay off 
for North to better its 3-7 record 
of 1984. During Capodilupo’s 
rookie year, the Tigers stayed 
close in several games but were 
worn down by the fourth quarter 
against stronger clubs. 

“We weren’t strong last year,’’ 
he admitted. ‘“‘Our goal is to be 
stronger defensively.”’ 

It’s going to take some work for 
the Tigers to push anybody 
around, because Dave Redmond 
and Joe Fresolo are the only two 
piayers on the squad who top the 
200-pound mark. 

They'll help key the defensive 


line, along with cid Scott Lan- 
cilotti. John Flynn is a sure bet at 
linebacker, one of the few spots 
with proven talent on defense. 
Evan Galanis and Dimitri Diat- 
chenko both boast experience 
there as well. Few other positions 
are really solid at this early 
stage. 

Offensively, Capodilupo isn’t 
as worried, despite the hole left 
by the graduation of quarterback 
Rusty Halloran. There are no 
fewer than four candidates trying 
to grab that spot. 

The logical progression would 
see senior Mike Ryan stepping in 
He did a solid job as the junior 
varsity starter last fall. But 
Capodilupo isn’t closing out any 
options, and plans to give the 
other three challengers a lot of 
time in the preseason to see what 
they can do. 

Junior Nick Mariano backed up 
Ryan on the jayvees and started 
the sophomore games. He looks 
very capable. There are also a 
couple of very talented 
sophomores in Joe Proia and 
Scott Lennon, who could come on 
strong. 

“That battle is wide open,” 
said Capodilupo. 

Many positions seem to have 
that kind of head-to-head con- 
frontation going on, which 
pleases the coach. He feels that 
battles in the preseason will help 
toughen the eventual winners for 
the opening bell. 

“Competition for positions will 
be important,’’ he stressed. 

Whoever wins the QB job will 
have no lack of runners to take 
the heat off of him. The Tigers 
are deep and talented in the

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Rollins to lead young Lion squad

The excitement in his voice is 
clearly evident. Art Kojoyian is 
as happy as pig in mud. It’s foot- 
ball season, and Kojoyian’s 
Newton South Lions have just

“T saw a lot of good things out 
there today,’’ said the veteran 
coach entering his 10th season at 
the helm. ‘The kids we're going 
with are young but I think they'll 
do the job. There’s no question 
we'll make mistakes but we’ve 
got four weeks before our first 
game anda lot will be straighten- 
ed out. 

“We haven't lost yet and we're 
going to go out there and play 
some ball. I think we're going to 
have a little fun.”’ 





On a down note, senior captain 
Mike Levine has been lost for the 
year after a car accident early 
last week severely injured his 
hands. Levine, a 220-pound offen- 
sive lineman, broke both hands 
and a wrist and will be ‘really 





missed,” according to Kojoyian. 
“Levine could have really 
helped us out,’’ Kojoyian said. 


“He's a big kid and he’s one of the 
few experienced players we've 
got.”” 

Levine was among four senior 
captains on this year’s team and 
his injury knocks the list of tested 
players down to three. Among the 
remaining three, though, is 
veteran tailback and DCL All- 
Star Kevin Rollins, last year’s 


Division III leading scorer with 
122 points. 

The 190-pound senior is ‘one 
hell of a ballplayer’’ according to 
Kojoyian, but his stats speak for 
themselves. 

Rollins gained over 1,000 yards 
in '84 despite missing two games 
with an ankle injury. His 4.9 
yards per carry were second only 
to fellow all-star Darvell Huff- 
man (graduated) and his 19 
touchdowns were more than the 
rest of the team combined. He 
should have some fun with the 
pigskin this year. 

The fun for everyone began 
Monday, Aug. 26, with about 60 
rough-and-tough hopefuls looking 
for a job, and it just so happens 
the job market at South is knee 
deep in openings. 

Kojoyian had to let 16 seniors 
go last fall and will be breaking in 
a very inexperienced squad. The 
coach estimated that ‘some 20 
sophomores and some 20 
freshman’? were on hand Mon- 
day 

Beside Rollins, Kojoyian has 
two other senior captains with 
valuable hands-on training. Con- 
verted guard Jonathan Linder 
will fill one of the tackle positions 
and will see action on both sides 
of the ball. 

The 205-pound lineman certain- 
ly has the size and know-how to 
lead the boys in the trenches and 
his performance on the field will 
be a key to South’s success. 

Lining up in the backfield with 
Rollins is David Mosby, a 210- 
pound fullback who will break in- 
to the starting corps this season. 


The senior captain played last 
season in the backfield but was 
primarily used as a_ blocking 
back. If it turns out he can carry 
the ball, Mosby will be an ex- 
cellent accessory in an already- 
strong backfield. 

Another senior, Seth Oliver, is 
playing his first season and will 
most likely see tackle duty 
alongside Linder. At 190 pounds, 
Kojoyian said a_ steady per- 
formance from Oliver is just 
what the team needs. 

Seven juniors with on and off 
playing time round out the list of 
returning players. 

Aaron Harrell saw limited ac- 
tion as a back last year and Ko- 
joyian said the small junior could 
start on defense. Jeff Brewington 
also played last year and could 
break into the starting lineup as 
an end along with Kris Tyler. 

John Hillis played defensive 
end at times last season but will 
make the jump to offensive guard 
this fall. 

Kojoyian said he has high 
hopes for 165-pound Dominic 
Costa, a first-year junior center, 
and George Sapp, a 240-pound 
bruiser who could become a 
valuable addition to the defense. 
Steve Yeradi rounds out the list 
and could start at one of the 
guard spots or as a linebacker. 

The quarterback spot is up for 
grabs now that All-Star Steve 
Altman has graduated. What Ko- 
joyian has to work with is three 
prospects (two sophomores and a 
freshman) with no varsity play- 
ing time. Most coaches would 
agree that breaking in an inex- 


perienced quarterback is not the 
ideal situation to be in, but look 
what Brockton’s Tom Colombo 
did. 

As a sophomore, Colombo led 
Brockton to an undefeated Super 
Bowl season and will start his 
third year behind the line this 
fall. 

Kojoyian said the inside edge 
at South has to go to sophomore 
Ben Burlingame. A tall and lanky 
rookie, Burlingame played 
freshman ball last season and the 
book on him is fair. 

“He’s got a good arm and he’s 
picking things up pretty well,” 
Kojoyian said after a one-day 
look. ‘‘He’s going to have to do it 
and I think he can. He seems to 
have the poise.”’ 

Sean Brady, the other 
sophomore hopeful, ‘‘shows a lot 
of promise,’’ according to the 
coach. A Pop Warner player last 
year, Brady has a few lessons to 
learn, said Kojoyian. 

Freshman John Spagnuolo ‘‘is 
a very good prospect’’ and his 
dedication and enthusiasm will 
make for an interesting situation. 


“You can’t go through a season 
with just one quarterback,” Ko- 
joyian said. “I’d have to say 
Burlingame has the inside track 
as the starter but we’re going to 
need another.”” 


Robert Hillis, a sophomore, 
was mentioned as a probable 
starter on defense by Kojoyian 
after the first day’s practice. The 
160-pounder is the younger 
brother of junior John and could 
play linebacker. 


Untested North girls confident 


Not too often will a coach admit 
to feeling completly confident 
about moving a large group of 
underclassmen into the thick of 
things. But listen to Barry ‘‘Fuz- 
zy” Howland for five minutes and 
it becomes clear why the Newton 
North girls’ soccer coach is so 
relaxed. 

Howland is sporting six 
freshman and three sophomores 
on this year’s North squad, and 
he can still hold his hands out as 
steadily as ever thanks to a youth 
soccer program that has mass- 


produced talent for the last 
decade. 
The Newton Youth Soccer 


League annually pumps out close 
to 1,000 talented booters for both 
of the city high schools and the 
hard work has started to pay off 
over the last few years. 

“Its not the fault of the older 
girls,’’ explained Howland, ‘‘it's 
just that the youth soccer pro- 
gram has been outstanding in 
developing real talent.”” 

The bottom line is that the up- 
coming freshman and second- 
year sophomores are not ex- 
periencing their first taste of real 
competition when they hit high 
school. Most girls have been 
playing the sport since second 
grade. 

Which supports Howlands’ 
preseason indication that North 
“thas depth in all areas.”’ 

Despite losing half of last 
season's starting team (which 
swept through the league with an 
unscarred 18-0 record), Howland 
can still claim depth at every 
position. 

The coach welcomes back 14 
letter winners, only six of them 
seniors this fall, and rolls out the 
red carpet for a medium-sized 
entourage of newcomers. 

Fair is fair, though, as 
Howland said. His seniors will 
contribute. Most of them have 
more than a few years of playing 
experience behind them, whether 
it be in high school action or the 
highly-competitive youth pro- 
gram 

In fact, senior Captain Carolyn 
Natale is possible the best all- 
around athlete on the team. At 
the center halfback position, 
Natale should make things hap- 
pen.

NicPhee to coach 
Northeastern nine 


BOSTON — When Nor- 
theastern University Director of 
Men’s Athletics Irwin Cohen was 
looking for a baseball coach that 
knew how to win, he didn’t have 
to look any farther than the 
school’s Varsity Club. 

The vice-president, a guy by 
the name of Neil McPhee, just 
happened to be an ex-Husky two- 
sport star, an ex-minor league 
ballplayer, and most important- 
ly, a baseball coach who could 
boast 16 winning seasons and on- 
ly one losing one. 

Cohen had to go through the 
process of winnowing down some 
40 applications, but he knew he 
had his man and made it official 
last Thursday when he named the 
former Newton South mentor the 
Husky coach. 

“The timing was perfect,” said 
McPhee, a Waltham native. ‘As 
it turned out, I’ve been actively in 
search of professional advance- 
ment in the two areas I’m involv- 
ed in, in education as an ad- 
ministrator, such as an athletic 
director position, or in coaching a 
position such as this.” 

Thursday’s phone call to 
McPhee’s Natick home ended a 
process that began at the end of 
June, when he heard about the 
opening through the baseball 
grapevine. 

The last of several interviews 
came ‘“‘about a week and a half 
ago,’ according to the new 
Husky head honcho. By that 
time, the original list of more 
than 40 applicants had been nar- 
rowed down to ‘‘a couple."” 

McPhee admits that he’s “not 
familiar’ with the talent he’: s in- 
heriting at Northeastern, ‘‘ex- 
cept what I’ve gathered over the 
last two weeks. I hear that it’s a 
talented group of athletes...(but) 
very young. 

“T’m looking forward to getting 
started.” 

Toward that end, McPhee is 
already trying to get together a 
fall schedule, despite his late 
start. He’s ‘tin the process’’ of 
trying to contact area coaches so 
he doesn’t have to wait until the 
spring to see what he has to work 
with. 

Last year, the Huskies were 14- 
19 under outgoing coach Charlie 
O’Malley, who held the position 
for four years. That squad lost 
just one player to graduation. 

Northeastern’s gain will leave 
a large void at Newton South. 
Coaches who win 16 years out of 
17, and make the tournament 11 
times in that span don’t exactly 
come by the dozen. 

The Lions won three Dual 
County League titles during his 
tenure, and shared the top spot 
last spring with Acton-Boxboro. 
They reached the semifinals of 
the Eastern Mass. Tournament 
twice. 

The season just finished was 
called one of ‘‘the most gratify- 
ing” by McPhee. 

“Basically the same team that 
was co-champ this year was the 
team that had the only losing 
record in 17 years. I was very 
pleased for the team itself, 
because nobody likes to break a

string of good records and not 
have a chance to redeem 
themselves. They proved they 
were a talented group of 
players.” 

Fittingly enough, McPhee’s 
first year on the job is probably 
the other one he remembers the 
most. 

“We had a tremendous group 
of athletes: Tom Rezzuti, Jim 
Gamble, Frank Hurwitz. That 
team lost to Newton North in the 
quarterfinals of the tournament. 
Prior to the loss we played 13 inn- 
ings in a tie that ended because of 
darkness. We ran out of pitching 
the next day and they beat us.”” 

One other group that sticks in 
the coach’s mind is the team that 
went to the semifinals ‘‘about 
five or six years ago.”’ That 
group included Steve Mosca, 
Mike Kasten and Mike Pappas. 

In addition to certain teams, 
every coach has a few players 
that stand out over the years. 
Some of McPhee’s include Peter 
Cappadona, now in the Red Sox 
farm system at New Britain (‘‘he 
was an outstanding pitcher for 
us‘'), Rezzuti (‘‘one of the 
greatest''), Kasten (‘‘a fantastic 
athlete’), Steve Altman (‘‘ter- 
rific'‘) and Joe Spagnuolo (‘he’s 
another one‘). 

“They were a cut above,” he 
said. “‘It’s nice to have a few of 
those around.” 

McPhee also has a soft spot in 
his heart reserved for the Mosca 
family. 

“The Moscas as a family have 
to be one of the fondest 
memories, Steve, Dave, Bob and 
Mike, the four Mosca boys, were 
synonymous with Newton South 
athletics.”” 

More than individuals though, 
McPhee will miss ‘‘the type of 
player we had over there. We 
never seemed to get a good 
number of superstar-caliber 
athletes. We got the type that was 
a real worker. They did their job 
day-in, day-out and really put 
forth the effort.’

Whit Dorf: Though the Lions’ 
other All-Star middie posted 31 
points on 19 goals and 12 assists, 
it wasn’t his scoring that got him 
on the team. Dorf contributed to 
South’s championship in a varie- 
ty of ways. His expertise in 
faceoffs was an integral part of 
the effort, as Murphy called him 
“outstanding” in that phase of 
the game. Like Kowal, Dorf 
boasts a hard shot. He came on to 
play extremely well in the 
playoffs when it really counted. 

Only a junior last spring, Dorf 
also is a member of the varsity 
gymnastics squad. 

Seth Oliver: Another senior-to- 
be, Oliver sparked South's 
superb defensive unit. He always 
drew the toughest assignment, 
taking on the opposition’s best 
scorer. More often than not, 
Oliver won his individual battle 
while South was winning the war. 

Oliver was exceptional at 
clearing the ball, and was at his 
best in the big games. The 185- 
pounder is a three-sport man. He 
plays football and wrestles in ad- 
dition to lacrosse. 

Alex Levine: Next spring as a 
senior Levine will have a chance 
to achieve something rather rare 

- being named to an All-Star 
berth for three straight years. 
It’s even more impressive con- 
sidering that this isn't one of 
those leagues that names three or 
four goalies to the All-Star team. 
There’s only one, and for two 
straight seasons, Levine has been 
it. 

“He's just outstanding,” said 
his coach, ‘‘He comes up with the 
big saves.” 

Murphy remembered one save 
in particular above all the rest 
when Levine stopped a sure goal 
with his foot in the finals against 
Acton-Boxboro. 

Levine knows what to do with 
the ball once he gets it too. He's 
an outstanding passer, and more 
than once this season used his 
speed to get the ball upfield 
himself. 

There's no question that he'll 
be one of the top goalies in the 
state next spring, 

Pat Kavey: Though the Hawks 
had a tough season, Kavey was 
superb, He has ‘real good 
skills,"’ according to Waltham 
coach Ed Boudreau. ‘He plays 
the midfield position real well.”

Even if you have never met the man, the 
good word from others is enough to impress 
you. George Winkler is a very well-liked 
and respected man, 

Winkler, ex-football and wrestling coach 
at Newton South High School and athletic 
director at the school for the past 12 years, 
has announced that he will be stepping 
down from his administrative duties. 

The former Boston University three-sport 
star and native of Troy, N.Y. underwent tri- 
ple by-pass heart surgery last spring, sur- 
rendering his AD duties for the remainder 
of the school year, before deciding to retire. 

“Tt was a dificult decision to make but it 
was a time in my life when I thought I 
should move on,” Winkler said. ‘Retire- 
ment hasn't really hit me yet. It’s still like a 
summer vacation. I think when school 
starts up again it might become a reality. 
I'm retired.” 

Retirement for Winkler will not be just 
any old day at the beach, he assured. The 
58-year-old Magnolia resident (Winkler and 
his family moved from Newton about a year 
ago) is now working for a real estate com- 
pany in Gloucester and also operates a 
stained glass business with his wife Jeanne. 

Winkler said he also plans to polish the old 
golf clubs and head out to the greens after a 
30-year layoff from the sport. 

Future plans include a vacation to Hawaii 
in November and visits to Florida and 
Arizona in the near future. 

Change might come as a surprise to a 
man who has spent a good 30 years in the 
same business, and the change will undoub- 
tably affect the people George Winkler 
worked with, 

“George is someone whom everyone likes 
and respects,” said Dr, Ernest Van 
Seasholes, Principal at Newton South since 
1973. ‘‘He’s a real gentleman, he truly is, 
I'm terribly fond of George and I hate to see 
him go." 

As a professional, Winkler’s 
ministrative qualities and abilities 
recognized throughout the state. 
strongest followers, naturally, are the 
coaches who worked under him and the 
seven other athletic directors in the Dual 
County League. 

“Once George became an administrator 
he shifted his focus to the overall picture,” 
said Newton South’s acting-AD, Warren 
Bechtold. ‘‘He was quite a leader. George 
developed a very good relationship with all 
the people he worked with, He was always 
the boss, but was always well received. He 
made you feel like you were somebody.” 

Neil McPhee, baseball coach at Newton 
South for 17 years, said, ‘‘George is as pro- 
fessional an administrator as I’ve ever run 
across. He is totally dedicated and a superb 
administrator. Any coach of any sport 
couldn't ask to work under a better man,” 

Keith Adams, AD at Bedford High School 
for the past 13 years, added that Winkler 
“was big on rules and regulations. He would 
bring up a lot of ideas, general things that 
would benefit the league.”’ 

Winkler was, of course, concerned with 
the way his own ship ran also. Football 
Coach Art Kojoyian, who has been at 
Newton South since 1962, was an assistant 
under Winkler in both football and wrestl- 
ing. He said Winkler was ‘‘always trying to 
improve the department and the facilities.”” 

In the late 1970's, Winkler worked with ci- 
ty officials to get South High its football 
field and track. Last year, Winkler col- 
laborated with the Boosters’ Club on the 
funding and construction of bleachers for 
the football field, and according to Ko- 
joyian, ‘‘was instrumental” in getting the 
stands.

What made Winkler a superb director, 
most say, is his patience and understan- 
ding. His ability to mesh with so many con- 
flicting personalities. Maybe George 
Winkler should have been a politician 

As a personality, Winkler was “‘top shelf, 
A-1, and very up front’ according to 
Adams. 

“George was the type of person that was 
there when you needed him, whether for ad- 
vice or guidance,” said McPhee. ‘‘I would 
have to say I learned more from George, in 
the areas of the organization and handling 
of athletes, then from any other person I've 
ever worked under. He has been the single 
most important influence on me in those 
areas.” 

Weston High Athletic Director Pete Foley 
is entering his fifth year at the helm and 
remembers Winkler’s helpful direction in 
the early days. 

“In my four years as athletic director, 
George has helped me out tremendously 
He taught me little things, intangible 
Foley remembered. ‘‘He had nice organiza- 
tional skills. At a meeting he can look at a 
whole problem and put it into prospective. I 
really enjoyed working with George and 
I'm sorry to see him go.” 

George Winkler was not only highly 
regarded by his peers but was looked up to 
by the students he so admirably directed 

“There was a feeling of total respect and 
a genuine liking of George among the 
students and athletes,”’ recalled McPhee 
“George showed an intense interest in the 
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student-athlete, and it carried to all sports 
He did not favor one over another.” 

Seasholes added that Winkler was a step 
ahead of everyone when it came to equal 
rights for girls’ sports 

“He was way ahead of federal and state 
rules on women’s sports,'’ Seasholes said 
“He was not only (verbally) in favor of 
equal participation, he showed interest and 
made sure that they were treated equal.” 

Nor did Winkler favor the natural 
superstars over the hard-working sur- 
vivors. ‘George was once a great com- 
petitive athlete,"’ said Seasholes, ‘‘and he 
always understood that some kids just 
didn’t have that talent. He tried to find ways 
that they could contribute with the talent 
they did have,” 

Added Bechtold, ‘‘George was interested 
in the athlete's well being. Where they were 
going to college, scholarships...he was very 
active. He wanted everyone to get the best 
that they could get."” 

Girls’ Basketball Coach Mark Aronson 
remembers Winkler’s interest well. It was 
tournament time, and Aronson’s girls were 
playing in their first-ever post-season 
tourney at home against Dennis-Yarmouth, 

Before the game a telegram arrived, 
silver-screen style, to the South locker 
room. Winkler, who had undergone surgery 
two weeks before, had wired his support 
because he couldn't be there. Win one for 
the Gipper 

Winkler knows what it's like to win. An 
ex-Marine, he spent 14 months in the ser- 
vice and played 90 games for the Quantico 
Marine baseball team, which captured the 
East Coast Service Championship. 

He went on to star at Boston University, 
and became one of only a handful of athletes 
to ever earn 11 varsity letters at the school. 
Football, basketball, and baseball kept the 
burly star busy for four years. 

In the early 1950's, Winkler came to 
Newton as a teacher and coach at the old 
Newton High School, and after leaving to do 
scouting work for B.U., Winkler was back in 
Newton in no time. 

His big break at Newton South came only 
two years after the school had been in ex- 
istence. In 1962, Winkler was named head 
football coach at South and guided the Lions 
to a6-1 record. 

In the next 12 years, Winkler would lead 
South to six winning seasons and a combin- 
ed 58-53 record. 

In the winter, Winkler kept busy with 
wrestling. The first-ever head varsity 
wrestling coach at South, Winkler coached 
from 1964 through 1967 and had only one los- 
ing season. 

Following his wrestling coaching days, 
Winkler took the job as state tournament 
director, and in 10 years the program grew 
from a mere 35 schools to well over 100. 

So it was no surprise that Winkler, along 
with good friend Kojoyian, was among six 
initial inductees into the M. High School 
Wrestling Coaches Association’s Hall of 
Fame in February, 1980. 

He served as the President of the Mass. 
High School Football Coaches Association 
in 1974-75 and in April, 1982, Winkler was in- 
ducted into that sport’s Coaches Associa- 
tion’s Hall of Fame. 

“It meant a lot to me (being inducted into 
the hall of fame) because you were chosen 
by your peers,"’ Winkler said. ‘‘(Football) 
has always been close to my heart and its 
something I'll always cherish,” 

Meanwhile, Winkler was named athletic 
director in 1973. He coached the football 
team one final year before relinquishing the 
job to his long-time assistant, Kojoyian

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British ‘luxury yacht’ finds land 


EDINBURGH, Scotland (UPI) The Royal 
Scotsman, Britain's newest luxury train, recreates 
the elegance of European “Belle Epoque”’ limiteds 
for wealthy tourists who pay $500 a day to travel in 
a style that would have kept even Queen Victoria 
amused, 

The eight-car privately operated train, resplen- 
dent ina livery described as ‘‘dark plum and spilled 
milk,"’ began operations in May. Until the end of 
October and again next spring, a select group of 30 
passengers can board here for a 6-day, 1,100-mile 
journey through the Scottish Highlands. For those 
with less time (or thinner pocketbooks) 3-day trips 
can be arranged 

The BBC once described the Royal Scotsman’s 
route as one of the ‘Great Railway Journeys of the 
World.”’ It would be hard to argue with that assess- 
ment. Destinations like Kyle of Lochalsh, Dunrobin 
Castle, Inverness and Aviemore conjure up roman- 
tic images. 

“This is really a luxury yacht on land,”’ said 
Dante Stephensen, an Atlanta, Ga., restauranteur 
who flew here just to make the trip. He said it was 
worth it 

As befits a luxury yacht, the galley produces 
The Royal Scotsman’s ‘‘nouvelle 
is served in the ornate dining car. 
ystal, monogrammed silver- 
ware and starched linens. Food and drink are in- 
cluded in the ticket price 

The setting for offerings like ‘Fennel and Apple 
Soup, Rendezvous of Seafood, and Homemade Nec- 
tarine Ice Cream with Wild Strawberries”’ is, itself, 
something of a ‘‘piece de resistance.’’ The dining 
car, constructed for the London and North Eastern

Railway in 1891, is the oldest vehicle of its type in 
regular service. 

It was discovered near Southampton, retired to 
inglorious duty as a beach house. To rescue this 
relic, the former owner was paid to build himself a 
new house and the car trucked to a repair shop 
where it was furnished with new wheels and a 
suitable undercarriage. It took months to restore 
the solid walnut interior to its former splendor. 

With the diner’s sister vehicles — a 1912 varnish- 
ed teakwood saloon car and an observation car built 
in 1892 — the Royal Scotsman could be mistaken for 
a museum exhibit were it not trundling along 
through the Trossachs each week. Over 1.2 million 
pounds ($1.7 million) were spent in the restoration 
effort. 

Three sleeping cars, a ‘‘State Car” (with twin- 
bedded compartments and en-suite bathrooms), 
and a service car accomodating the ten-person 
crew, complete the train. These are newer, but 
their decor carries out the theme of Edwardian lux- 
ury. 

The Royal Scotsman is, after all, a train, and 
passengers do more than sample food and 
nostalgia. They travel through some of Britain’s 
best scenery. 

The route takes them along Loch Lomond, and 
through the rugged Pass of Brander, where special 
“trip wire’ fences guard against the ever-present 
danger of landslides. The train also ventures across 
the bleak expanse of Rannoch Moor. 

Unable to find solid footing in the moor’s endless 
bogs, the railway’s builders were forced to ‘‘float’’ 
the tracks on mattresses woven from brushwood. 
The lasting legacy of this unusual construction 





technique is a gentle bounding action as trains 
vibrate the bogs on the floating cushion. 

At Fort William, the diesel locomotive is ex- 
changed for a veteran 4-6-0 type steam locomotive. 
The highly-polished steamer takes the train on to 
Mallaig, a remote fishing port across from the Isle 
of Skye. 

Occasionally, unplanned events lend color. Dur- 
ing a long wait for a passing freight train at the 
upland hamlet of Bridge of Orchy, all nine pupils 
from the village school were invited on board. The 
young Highlanders tiptoed through in silence, ap- 
parently afraid to give more than a shy side glance 
at a convivial group of orthopedic surgeons from 
Kalamazoo, Mich., who were sipping champagne in 
the mahogany-paneled saloon car. 

The Royal Scotsman competes in the same 
market as the better-known Venice-Simplon Orient 
Express. The VSOE operates similarly restored 
equipment on the London-Paris-Venice route. 

“We're not just taking people from A to B in an 
old form of transport,’’ said Fergus Hobbs, Chief 
Executive of the Great Scottish and Western 
railway, which operates the Royal Scotsman. 

As a part of what he calls ‘‘a complete travel ex- 
perience,’’ Hobbs’ company provides a luxury bus 
that tags along and meets the train at various sta- 
tions so that passengers may be taken on side trips 
to gardens, castles and country estates. 

If they wish, passengers can get in a round of golf 
at St. Andrews or visit Colloden battlefield, where 
Bonnie Prince Charlie’s cause was finally crushed 
by the English. Of course, there is a visit to a 
whiskey distillery. 

Hobbs ran a canal boat cruising firm in France 


before getting the idea for his ‘‘rolling hotel” last 
summer. It took only nine months to raise the 
money, negotiate with the state-owned British Rail 
system for operating rights, locate the equipment 
and organize the itinerary. 

Reservations are made through the U.S. travel 
firm Abercrombie and Kent. 


China loosens 
restrictions

PEKING (UPI) — China plans to relax restric- 
tions on the entry of foreigners and the exit of 
Chinese as part of its drive to open to the outside 
world, the Ministry of Public Security said Monday. 

Foreigners who invest in China or come for 
economic, scientific and technological cooperation 
will be granted lengthy or lifelong residence per- 
mits, Vice Minister of Public Security Tao Siju said. 

Tao was outlining revisions to laws governing 
travel to, from and around China at the 12th Session 
of the Standing Committee of the National People’s 
Congress. The session met Monday to examine 
several draft laws. 

Existing regulations regarding travel by 
foreigners and Chinese ‘‘cannot meet the 
developments resulting from the implementation of 
China’s ‘open door’ policy,”

Company ponders salvaging 
Titanic’s discovered remains 


LONDON (UPI) — The in- 
surance company that owns the 
hull of the Titanic is ready to 
listen to schemes to salvage the 
45,000-ton luxury liner but one 
survivor says she wants it left at 
the bottom of the North Atlantic. 

Reacting to news that the liner 
was found off the Canadian coast 
by a joint U.S.-French team, the 
Commercial Union insurance 
company said Tuesday it owns 
the hull because of insurance 
payouts it made after the Titanic 
struck an iceberg and sank 73 
years ago. 

But Commercial Union does 
not have a legal right to the for- 
tune in jewels believed to have 
been stored in the Titanic’s 
strongroom. 

Ten millionaires, including 
John Jacob Astor, were aboard 
the ship when it sank during its 
maiden voyage April 15, 1912. 
Because of its double-bottomed 
hull and reinforced bulkheads, 
the ship had been considered 
“unsinkable.’’ 

**We led the team ... who paid 
out ($1.38 million) when the 
Titanic sank in 1912 and we are 
legal owners of the hull,”’ said a 
Commercial Union spokesman.

SANTA CRUZ, Mexico (UPI) 
- In the small coastal village of 
Santa Cruz, the raucous sounds of

The village lies within a 20-mile 
strip of stunning coastline that 
has been slated by the Mexican 
government for a massive tourist 
development.

get in touch and negotiate. It 
could be that we will pay the 
salvage people a fee, perhaps a 
percentage of the salvage value.

I have too many 
dreadful memories."’ 

One British salvage expert, 
John Pierce, has already said he 
would seek to raise the liner if it 
is in one piece. 

Dr. Robert Ballard, head of a 
joint U.S.-French expedition that 
discovered the Titanic, said

Tuesday the liner was in 
“beautiful condition’ and he 
planned to ask the U.S. and 
French governments to declare 
the ship an underwater 
memorial. 

Ballard, senior marine scien- 
tist at the Massachusetts-based 
Woods Hole Oceanographic In- 
stitution, said talk of salvaging 
the Titanic is “‘ridiculous"’. 

“We have no desire to raise the 
Titanic. It’s ridiculous. The ship 
is in beautiful condition where it 
is. It looks gorgeous,’ said 
Ballard in a recorded conversa- 
tion with members of the In- 
stitute. 

A recovery team announced 
Monday that the liner was found 
about 370 miles southeast of New- 
foundland in North Atlantic 
waters about 13,000 feet deep. It 
was located by an unmanned 
submarine. 

Members of the expedition 
have refused to reveal the exact 
location of the wreck to other 
salvage experts who might want 
to recover the valuables that 
went down with it. The valuables 
in the ship’s strongroom are said 
to include diamonds that were 
worth an estimated $7 million in 
1912.

They explored long stretches of 
Mexico's coastline, especially in 
states with higher levels of 
unemployment and relatively 
lower coastal population density 

The result of their search was a 
set of blueprints for five “‘ideal’’ 
tourist sites Cancun, Ixtapa, 
Loreto, Los Cabos and the Bays 
of Huatuleo. 

Already, four out of the five 


projects have been realized, 
demonstrating the government's 
ability to create cities where 
there were once only villages. 

Like the earlier tourist pro- 
jects, millions of dollars will be 
spent transforming the Bays of 
Huatulco into an international 
vacation spot 

For those who live in Santa 
Cruz, though, the price will be the 
loss of a way of life 

On May 29, 1984, President 
Miguel de la Madrid officially in- 
itiated the Huatulco project with 
the announcement of the ex- 
propriation of more than 50,000 
acres of land, the very land 
where 3,000 residents, such as 
Feliciano Garcia, have establish- 
ed their homes, farms, fishing 
boats and small restaurants. 

When the government took the 
land it paid the residents only for 
the improvements they had 
made, such as fences, wells, fruit 
trees and houses, since the land 
itself was federal property 

In March, the negotiations bet- 
ween farmers and the govern- 
ment were completed, leaving 
many bitter about the amount of 
money they received

The motion, ‘‘passed under 
duress,’’ also authorizes the city 
solicitor office to “go foward with 
litigation” against the state for 
passage of a law in July which 
forces cities and towns to provide 
private school transportation 
under Proposition 242. 

The motion passed because the 
committee feared it might lose 
$4,400 it receives from the state 
for public education transporta- 
tion because of the new state 
statute. “I don’t favor transpor- 
tation of this kind,"" Committee 
Member Nancy Mann said. ‘But, 
we can’t afford not to pass this 
motion.” 

The State Legislature passed 
the new law as a “‘budget binder” 
when it approved the state 
budget in July. The “budget 
binder” uses state funds for 
public education transportation 
as a ploy to force cities and towns 
into financing private school 
transportation under Proposition 
2%. “It’s tantamout to extor- 
tion,”’ City Solicitor Dan Funk 
said. 

The ‘‘budget binder’ was pass- 
ed to reinforce the language of 
Chapter 663 which was found to 
be illegal under Prop, 2% this 
year in a court case the city and 
Lexington filed against the state. 
In its decision, the courts said 
cities and towns did not have to 
provide funding for programs 
mandated by the state while 
Prop, 242 was in effect. 


Long drive 
to the top

WEST NEWTON — Believe it or not, some 
people actually relax by playing golf. 

You know the story. Get together with the 
boys, have a few pops and tackle the course. 
After three or so hours of chasing little pock- 
ed balis around a couple hundred acres of 
trees, ponds, swamps and sandtraps, a 
week's worth of office and familial problems 
melt away with a quick glance at the 
scorecard. 

Or so it seems. 

Others, like Newton's Bob Rundlett, see 
golf not as a hobby, but as a livelihood. His 
future depends on hitting little pocked balls 
a long, long way — between trees, over 
ponds, swamps and sandtraps and into holes. 

When he isn’t hitting the ball 350-plus 
yards, Rundlett teaches those without his 
ability the finer points of the gentlemanly 
game of golf at the McGolf Driving Range in 
Dedham. 

“T picked up the game when I was 11,” the 
32-year-old West Newton native recalls. “I 
used to watch it on television, took a liking 
to it and asked my parents to get me a set of 
clubs,” 

So, with visions of Palmer and Nicklaus 
dancing in his head, Rundlett set off for the 
old Albermarle Golf Course to hack away at 
a dream, 

He got out of high school, dropped out of 
college and worked a bunch of ‘“‘nowhere’’ 
jobs, but all the while he held onto the 
dream with a driver in one hand and a 
scoresheet in the other. 

Now, 21 years after driving his first ball, 
Bob Rundlett is still at it. 

“It was a financial decision, really,”’ he 
says, grinning. ‘I played so much golf that 
when I took a job at Stowe Acres eight years 
ago as a pro, I actually took home more 
money even with a cut in pay because the 
greens fees and equipment were paid for."”

NEWTON The aldermanic 
Finance Committee has postpon- 
ed action on Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann's plan to impose a 
hotel/motel tax until it can gauge 
reaction to the proposal 


After a brief discussion of the 
issue Monday night, FinCom 
decided to invite interested 
residents, business leaders and 
officials from the city’s four 
hotels the Marriot, Holiday 
Inn, Howard Johnsons and Susse 
Chalet to the committee's 
Sept. 23 meeting 

Unless persuasive arguments 
against the new tax are offered, 
however, the majority of FinCom 
members appear ready to en- 





dorse the mayor’s proposal when 
it comes before the Board of 
Aldermen. 

A majority vote by the board 
will be needed to implement the 
plan 

The tax’s enormous revenue- 
raising capacity and its minimal 
impact on the consumer are the 
two main reasons behind the 
growing support for the move. 

Officials estimate a 4 percent 
tax the highest allowable 
would bring the city $70,000 a 
month or about $850,000 a year in 
revenue, while only raising the 
price of one night's stay at area 
hotels anywhere from §1.59 to 
$4.80 under the current room 
rates

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Funds for library 
warrant approval 


It is with a certain amount of dread and 
misgiving that we look into the near future 
and see some traditional, partisan and 
parochial storm clouds brewing over the 
next phase in the 40-year-old campaign to 
create a new main library facility for the 
City of Newton. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has requested 
appropriations totalling $280,000 to get the 
ball rolling. He wants $250,000 for 
preliminary research that would produce 
architectural renderings, initial site 
specifications and a detailed cost analysis. 

He also wants an appropriation approv- 
ed that would provide $30,000 needed to 
hire a competent project manager whose 
energies would be devoted entirely to nurs- 
ing the library plan along. 


The funds would come from an account 
set up months ago to help finance a new 
library. Into that fund have gone revenues 
garnered through the sale or rental of 
surplus city properties. 


A new revenue source, a hotel/motel tax 
estimated to yield the city nearly $70,000 a 
month, will also be directed to the same 
fund. This money, unplanned for in 
previous considerations of how the new 
library will be financed, is the direct result 
of the mayor’s lobbying on Beacon Hill. 
The tax was approved as an integral part 
of a legislative package designed to bail 
the City of Boston out of its financial crisis, 
but it was submitted and pushed by Mayor 
Mann for years before it finally passed. 


If estimates are correct, the new 
hotel/motel tax, which has yet to be ap- 
proved by the Board of Aldermen, could 
pay for the mayor’s two recent requests in 
only four months. 


Let’s get on with it. Let’s keep up the 
momentum we will need to carry us 
through to the conclusion of a long, com- 
plicated process. 


Time has come 
for sticker parking 


The Newton Graphic encourages the 
Board of Aldermen to do everything possi- 
ble to understand and approve the most re- 
cent proposal for sticker parking in the ci- 
ty. 
The advantages of the proposal, aimed 
at relieving a situation which appears dif- 
ficult in some parts of the city and impossi- 
ble in others, far outweigh whatever disad- 
vantages will be brought up during future 
discussions. 

The fears of Police and Fire Department 
spokesmen, who are legitimately concern- 
ed with the possibility that crowded streets 
might limit access to emergency situa- 
tions, can be address adequately when the 
new ordinance is written up.

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Doctors sick over suits

Doctors and 
Massachusetts — a medical mecca 
of the world — are heard to com- 
plain these days how terrible it is 
that their malpractice insurance is 
costing so much more. 

“We can’t function with our pa- 
tients properly," the claim is 
made, ‘‘if our fees are fixed while 
costs like insurance soar out of con- 
trol.” 

Federal and state regulators, on 
the other hand, tracking the c! 
ing costs of health care, say, ‘‘Cool 
it fellas, the crisis isn’t that bad; 
you'll get relief but not as much as 
you want.”” 

Some are even heard to mutter 
that if the medical profession 
would only discipline its members 
with some dedication, the bad- 
apple doctors would be removed 
and malpractice would be sharply 
reduced. 

Gov. Dukakis, mindful of the 
state's world-renowned hospitals 
and clinics, has reportedly passed 
the word he wants an equitable 
solution found to the dilemma as 
quickly as possible. The Supreme 
Judicial Court has ruled that last 
year’s 42 percent allowance was 
too low. 

What to do? 

Hearings have been held by the 
Rate Setting Commission; tomes of 
testimony have been taken; briefs 
have been filed by major parties in 
the dialogue. Recommendations 
are expected this month or this 
year. 

Clearly, some astronomical 
court awards have been made 
recently in celebrated malpractice 
suits. The dramatic awards have 
wound up five-year trials before 
sympathetic juries to whose 
humanity «adroit lawyers are learn- 
ing to appeal. Now-permitted 
advertising by lawyers has exacer- 
bated the temptation of big suits 
and big settlements. (That legal 


surgeons in 








professionals harbor few compuc- 
tions about exploiting the 
vulnerabilities of medical profes- 
sionals is another matter again. ) 

The difficulties occur, says one 
state official privvy to the com- 
plaints aired at recent hearings, 
because of the extended time 
lapses between the alleged medical 
offense, the decision to charge 
malpractice and the date of final 
adjudication 

A physician with a_ spotless 
record may have been paying fees 
for malpractice insurance at rates 
going at the time, only to have a 
disgruntled patient decide to file 
malpractice charges. The latter 
must inch their way through the 
courts for years, to end, con- 
ceivably, in a finding of guilty and 
an award in six or seven figures. 

By that time, accumulated losses 
by the insurance facility presently 
in Massachusetts the Joint Under- 
writing Association, established in 
1975, will have to be replaced by 
higher contributions from par- 
ticipating insurance carriers and, 
in turn, higher premiums from in- 
dividual physicians. 

The present mood in the profes- 
sion, according to Mass. Medical 
Society spokespeople, is to avoid 
malpractice suits by shunning 
specializations or treatment pro- 
cedures most vulnerable to claims; 
to seek early retirement or to prac- 
tice elsewhere; or to anticipate 
malpractice suits by ordering 
redundant tests and analyses 
which, in turn, hike the cost of 
medical care. 

Meanwhile, as one way to curb 
these rising costs, state and federal 
agencies (and private third-party 
insurers) are moving to set fixed 
rates of payment for specific 
medical or surgical procedures. 
This puts the squeeze on physicians 
whose rising insurance costs can- 
not be recouped by increasing their 
fees.

more doctors per square foot than 
elsewhere in the country, It is ex- 
traordinarily attractive for profes- 
sionals. And malpractice in- 
surance rates here are below the 
national average. In N.Y., 
premiums in some specialities 
reportedly reach $100,000. 

The J.U.A. wants a 138 percent 
rate hike. That would cost an or- 
thopedic surgeon $40,000. Other ex- 
perts think half that could do the 
trick. MMS proposes a_ wider 





package of controls including 
lawyers’ contingency fees. 

Some sources expect a malprac- 
tice insurance rate decision as ear- 
ly as this month. Meanwhile the 
other control programs are waiting 
in the wings,

Gubernatorial contenders are in disarray

If next year’s election were held today, Gov. 
Michael S, Dukakis might be well advised to 
ready his acceptance speech for delivery ear- 
ly in the evening 

Just about everybody's voter-opinion polls 
continue to indicate that substantially more 
than half of those questioned give the Bay 
State chief executive high marks for his per- 
formance 

This certainly could change, especially if 
economic conditions in the commonwealth 
sour or public confidence in his leadership in 
Massachusetts government is shaken. 

Thus far, however, would-be Dukakis top- 
plers can take little comfort and are anything 
but tripping over one another to take on the 
governor. 

While the Brookline Democrat could well 
end up without a challenger - at least a for- 
midable one - for renomination in his party’ 
primary next September, the possibility of a 
political free ride to a new term on the 
November 1986 ballot is remote. 

‘There is no shortage of could-be Republican 
contenders. Most of those whose names are 
being bandied about are either comparatively 
unknown across the state, particularly beyond 
GOP circles, or may have become a bit shop- 
worn from previous elective tries. 

Perhaps the most familiar of those with 
potential governorship leanings are former 
Democratic Goy. Edward J. King, who earlier 
this summer became a Republican convert, 
and Raymond Shamie, the GOP’s unsuc- 
cessful nominee for the US Senate in 1982 and 
again in '84 

Neither, however, despite their less-than 
lukewarm enthusiasm for Governer Dukakis, 
may be all that interested in running again 
next year unless they become convinced that 





the now second term chief executive could be 
knocked off 

Much, too, could depend on the measure of 
support either could generate within party 
leadership ranks where the hunger pangs for 
a winner are particularly strong, After all, 
their party has not elected a governor since 
1970, 

Other potential GOP candidates include 
former state Rep, Andrew H, Card Jr. of 
Holbrook, former US Reps. Paul W. Cronin of 
Andover and Margaret M. Heckler of 
Wellesley (currently in the Reagan Cabinet), 
state Sen, David H. Locke of Wellesley, 
former Boston radio talkmaster Avi Nelson 
state minority floor leader William G. Robin- 
son of Melrose, and possible John W. Sears of 
Boston, the party's 1982 nominee for governor. 

The latter, however, while keeping the door 
of speculation ajar, may in effect have all but 
closed it by suggesting recently the GOP can- 
didate for governor should be someone other 
than one who has previously tried. That com- 
ment was presumably directed at former 
Governor King and any idea he might have of 
4 1986 comeback bid 

US attorney William Weld, who has gained 
valuable exposure over the past couple of 
years as one of the nation’s more aggressive 
and successful federal prosecutors and has 
been viewed by some prominent Republicans 
and others as perhaps interested in the com 
monwealth's top office, has now all but said, 
No, thank you,” 

Also seemingly out of the picture is John R 
Lakian, the financier who finished second to 
Mr. Sears in the GOP governorship primary 
three years ago. His recent unsuccessfu! libel 
suit against the Boston Globe and some of the 
publicity it produced have virtually ended 
speculation concerning any 1986 electoral 
aspirations he might once have had 








Obviously there will be a Republican guber- 
natorial candidate next year, but it is ques- 
tionable whether he or she will be much more 
than “an also-ran,” 

Clearly what may be needed is a fresh face, 
somebody all segments of the GOP can rally 
around and who can capture broad-based 
voter enthusiasm outside Republican ranks, 
which now make up but 14 percent of the state 
electorate. 

One of those quietly testing the guber- 
natorial waters is Charles D, Baker of 
Rockport, the former head of prominent 
business consulting firm and until recently 
undersecretary of the US Department of 
Health and Human Services 

Another Republican, from the business 
community, who might be interested in going 
after the governorship at some point, is John 
Larkin Thompson, president of the Blue Cross 
and Blus Shield and a former chairman of 
Massport, who is hardly a Dukakis admirer 

Some GOP activists hold that avoiding a 
fight for the gubernatorial nomination in the 
1986 primary would be in the party's best in- 
terest, This would free all Republican 
resources, including funding and campaign 
organizational efforts, to support a single can- 
didate, and early on. 

It would give the GOP candidate a lot more 
time to become better known statewide, 
especially among non-Republicans who may 
be looking for an attractive alternative to the 
incumbent head of state 

If nothing else, the absence of a Republican 
primary competition would eliminate the 
possibility of a party split, and the problem of 
trying to close ranks in the six or seven weeks 
before the November election 
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Referenda yield information 


In a September 4 editorial, The 
Graphic raised two issues: the 
question of whether referendum 
questions are a valid part of 
designing public policy, and 
whether a moratorium would be 
an appropriate way of dealing 
with zoning concerns of 
residents 

As a general principle, the 
point that voters should express 
their concerns through their 
elected officials rather than by 
referendum is an important one. 
There are, however, times when 
areferendum, particularly one of 
a non-binding nature, can pro- 
vide representatives with 
valuable information 

One such time is this election 
year, when most of the alderper- 
sons are unopposed incumbents 
who might benefit from hearing 
what their constituents have to 
say on such a vital issue. 

Certainly referendum ques- 
tions should be used sparingly, 
but in this case there is no more 
pressing, all-encompassing issue 
facing the city today

In 1631, Eliot arrived in Newton and learn- 
ed to speak the Indian language, Algonquin 
About 15 years later, he met with a Nipmuck 
Indian by the name of Waban ‘the mer- 
chant" — the namesake for one of Newton's 
boroughs — and eight other Nipmucks, who 
became the nucleus of Eliot's conversion ef- 
forts, according to Jackson 

Waban’s function was to serve as an agent 
for ot and gather the Indians together for 
meetings, which are commemorated in a 
plaque off Waverly Street in Chestnut Hill, 
the site of at least one of the four meetings 
held 

Eliot conducted the meetings over a period 
of several months, preaching Christianity to 
Waban, his men and their families. 

















Ultimately, in 1647, Eliot petitioned the 
General Court and won land in Newton in 
what is now Nonantum., This area became 
the location for the first Christian-Indian 
community out of 14 established by Eliot in 
the years ahead (the largest one being 
Natick) 

But, according to Jackson, ‘‘Many see the 
Indians’ Christianization as the Indians’ 
capitulation, But a remnant tribe really 
doesn’t have a choice.” 

Although the Indians were open to conver- 
sion efforts, the Puritans still treated them 
as third class citizens. ‘‘They encouraged 
livestock to trample unfenced Indian fields 
and contrived to cheat the Indians of their 
property by enticing them with alcohol and 
gambling," says Jackson 

In 1650, the Indians were pushed complete- 
ly out of Newton and relocated in Natick 
Then, in 1675, they were transported to Deer 
Island for a year because the English feared 
the Natick Indians were spies for ‘King 
Philip,” a Wampanoag tribesman, who, 
along with other Indian tribes, were warring 
against the English at the time 

Half the Indians died of starvation on the 
island because they were not allowed to chop 
down the trees for firewood, and the only 
available food involved fishing for clams, ac- 
cording to the Jackson-Dacey team 

After the remaining Indians returned to 
Natick, they were slowly ‘‘absorbed into the 
culture,”’ says Jackson, and by 1790, any in- 
dication of the existence of an Indian com- 
munity had disappeared 

Says Dacey, ‘‘Puritan domination was so 
complete the physical presence of the in- 
dians was removed,”

latest edition of ‘‘Newton’s 19th Century Ar- 
chitecture” offers the city yet another version of much of its 
distinguished history. It traces the development of the city, beginning 
on the north side and stretching out to the south, and it ties much of 
the historical sequence of events to the development of the city’s 
railroad system 

According to Abele, ‘‘Newton owes its abundance of 19th century 
architecture to its proximity to Boston and its consequent develop- 
ment as a suburban community. Made accessible to middle income 
homeowners by the advent of the railroad in 1834, the city changed 
from a predominantly farming community to a series of suburban 
villages in little more than half a century. 

“By reading the landscape and the architecture, one can trace 
Newton’s development and gain an understanding of the city in which 
we live today."

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Chambers renovated

NEWTON — The renovation of 
the main aldermanic chamber in 
City Hall has given the city’s 
legislators an opportunity to stop 
turning their backs on the public 

For decades, aldermen atten- 
ding full board meetings have sat 
in two semi-circular rows facing 
away from the public seating 
area and toward the board presi- 
dent's rostrum 

Tuesday night,

‘This action was precipitated 
by a number of complaints from 
various aldermen over the years

“This was especially true 
among freshman aldermen, who 
were usually, on a last choice 
basis, relegated to sit along the 
outer ring near the rail with their 
backs totally to the public seating 
area and gallery,’’ English add- 
ed 

“In the past, because the desks 
were secured to the floor, no ef- 
fort was made to break with 
tradition. However, since the 
restoration work began, it now 
affords the aldermen the first op- 
portunity since the board's size 
increased to 24 to consider an 
alternative seating plan,’ he 
said 

The new arrangement has also 
created space in front of the 
president’s rostrum that can be 
used by aldermanic committees 
for recess meetings, English add- 
ed. 

But the rewiring of the 
chamber’s public address system 
could present one of the major 
stumbling blocks to the fate of the 
new configuration, he said 

If the cost of adjusting the 
microphone set-up to comple- 
ment the new seating plan is 
“prohibitive,’’ the desks will be 
put back into their traditional 
pattern 

“This arrangement is only ten- 
tative, until such a time as either 
the old or the new plan is accep- 
table to the voting membership,”’ 
English said

NEWTON — This year 
marks the first time in 26 
years that student enrollment 
at the elementary level has in- 
creased, according to As: 
tant Superintendent for Oper: 
tions and Planning Vincent 
Silluzio, ‘We thought it was 
going to happen in 1980,’’ he 
said. 

Silluzio expects student 
enrollment to increase by 9.5 
percent over the next five 
years. “It’s going to be a 
gradual increase,” he said. 
"It’s not going to be anything 
like the decreases.” 

Despite the projection of 35 
extra elementary students this 
year, Silluzio said, the total 
number of students enrolled in 
city schools is still down from 
last year. ‘‘There are 295 
fewer students at the secon- 
dary level,’’ he said. ‘That 
means there has been a net 
decrease of 260 students 









throughout the school 
system.” 
Decreasing number of 







students at the secondary lev el 
is a result of the larger c s 
leaving the junior and se 
high schools while ‘very 
small” classes are entering 
from the elementary levels, 
Silluzio said. This year, 
Silluzio has projected the 
secondary level to boast 5,392 
students. ‘By 1990, it'll have 
just under 4,000 students,’’ he 
added. 

Current enrollment figures 
are only projections, Silluzio 
said, but they are ‘very close”’ 
to the actual numbers the 





School Department is required 
to file with the State Board of 
Education by Oct. 1 

The assistant superinten- 
dent’s enrollment projection 
is two-fold. With city 
data, he first examines 
the fume r of children in the 
city who are younger than four 
years of age. “Enrollment is 
directly related to the birth 
rate,’ Silluzio said 

The next step is to study the 
historical ‘‘migration’’ of 
families from the city so as to 
draw a general aplicable con- 
clusion. A final consideration 
of Silluzio’s is the role of 
private schools in enrollment 
projections. ‘There are fewer 
kids going into private schools 
than in the past,’’ he said, 
which might explain the in- 
crease in the current elemen- 
tary population, 

Over the past five years, 
Silluzio said, the number of 
childern enrolling in private 
schools has been increasing, 
however, that also seems to 
























have been slowing over the 
past two y 
One reasons parents seem 


less inclined to enroll their 
childern in private school is 
the result of a program started 
by Superintendent John 
Strand three years ago, 
Silluzio said. Under the pro- 
gram, th assistant 
superintendent's office writes 
to the parent of each student 
about to become of school age, 
asking if they plan to enroll 
their child in one of the public 
schools. ‘Even if they say ‘no,’ 
the principais of the schools 
call the parents to explain the 
programs being offered by the 
city,” Silluzio said

Homeless share market's bounty

NEWTON Leftover 
tomatoes, summer squash and 
green peppers may not sound ap- 
petizing, but the donation of these 
and other vegetables to Bristol 
Lodge will provide the area’s 
homeless with some degree of 
variety at suppertime. 

“We're always looking for 
donations of food,’’ Bob Hughes, 
director and founder of the 
Waltham-based shelter, said. ‘‘I 
can’t express my _ gratitude 
enough to mayor and city of 
Newton.” 

Because of efforts by Mayor 

Theodore D. Mann, the two-year- 
old lodge and soup kitchen 
received for the first time yester- 
day a truck load of surplus 
vegetables from farmers par- 
ticipating in the city’s weekly 
Farmers’ Market. Most of 
vegetables will be used to com- 
plement meals that are served at 
the Bristol Lodge soup kitchen in 
the basement of the First Con- 
gregational Church on Main 
Street, 
“The mayor became aware of 
the possibility of donating food to 
the shelter, and he told us,’’ Dian- 
na Patten, a outreach worker for 
Department of Human Services, 
said. ‘That's how the idea evolv- 
ed.” 

According to Barry Mathis, the 
Farmers’ Market Master, 
farmers who park their trucks 
and vans around the War 
Memorial Circle every Tuesday 
until Oct. 29 were ‘very respon- 
sive’ to the suggestion of 
donating their surplus produce. 

“IT talked with them (the 
farmers) last week about making 
donations to Bristol Lodge,” 
Mathis said. ‘‘They said if they 
have any left over, they would 
donate the vegetables without 
any problem.”

Seeing the way to energy efficiency

During summer, you may try 
to cut energy costs by turning off 
the air conditioning during the 
day while no one is home. After 
work, however, you may have to 
cool off in front of an open 
refrigerator until the air condi- 
tioner reaches full force again. 

In winter, the scenario may be 
even more frustrating. At night, 
you set back the thermostat to 58 
degrees Fahrenheit, just before 
hopping into a multi-blanketed 
bed. The alarm goes off eight 
hours later, and you break an ici- 
cle off the dog’s tail while waiting 


for the furnace to reheat the 
house.

statistics show that home owners 
can save 30 percent on winter 
heating bills and up to 25 percent 
on summer cooling bills by using 
the thermostat setback method. 

But does it have to be un- 
comfortable?

eliminates unnecessary running 
of the furnace, he said 








A variety of setback ther- 
mostats offer great flexibility 
allowing you to set night, week 
and weekend temperatures all at 
once. Most programmable ther- 
mostats can handle at least four 
different timed temperature set- 
tings a day. Some offer as many 
as six. 

Thermostats also can include 
features such as digital clock 
display, manual override and the 
ability to keep a tally of energy 
use for saving comparisons. 

Most thermostats are installed 
through direct wiring. Check 
with a professional to ensure that 
the wiring on your old thermostat 
compatible to the wiring 
necessary for the programmable 
thermostat. 

Other thermostats do not re- 
quire rewiring. These add-on pro- 
grammable thermostats are 
compatible with more than 80 
percent of round and rectangular 
thermostat types, according to 
Jerry Carrino, vice president of 
sales and marketing for First 
Alert, manufacturers of the 
autostat thermostat. Add-on pro- 
grammable thermostats use the 
same microprocessor technology 
as the more expensive wired-in 
models, but they can be installed 
in minutes by virtually anyone, 
Carrino said

DURHAM, N.C. — Duke University’s John El-Masry, a former 
Waltham High standout athlete, has been suspended from the 
school’s football team following his involvement in an assault of 
another Duke student, university officials announced Saturday. 

According to The Sun-Herald in Durham, N.C., El-Masry was 
unknowingly part of a cocaine deal gone-sour in February involv- 
ing a friend, two other university students, and an outsider. 

In February, El-Masry and a student-friend allegedly en- 
countered Alexander Van Dyne, who was apparently fleeing from 
a bogus cocaine deal involving El-Masry’s friend and one other 
student. 

Van Dyne and the outsider had reportedly set up a phony drug 
deal in which Van Dyne made off with $10,000 after showing up to 
make the deal without the drugs. Van Dyne then reportedly stuck a 
gun in the buyers’ faces and took the money 

Ina later encounter, El-Masry, who wasn’t at the initial confron- 
tation and knew nothing about the drug deal (as it was proven dur- 
ing court testimony), reportedly slapped Van Dyne 

El-Masry pleaded guilty in June to one count of simple assault 
but was released without a conviction and with no punishment by

the court. Testimony by Van Dyne also revealed that El-Masry 
had been instrumental in stopping any further attack on Van Dyne. 

On Aug. 28, El-Masry, a starting defensive end for Duke, appeal- 
ed the university judicial board’s suspension to both William Grif- 
fith, Duke Vice-President of Student Affairs, and University Presi- 
dent Dr. Keith Broadie. Both school officials declined to reopen the 
case to the board, comprised of four students, two faculty 
members, and a college dean. 

El-Masry was suspended from the team and from school for two 
semesters. He has one year of football eligibility left. 

“T decided to decline a review of his appeal,” said Broadie. ‘For 
me to entertain the matter there had to be demonstration of new 
information or evidence of procedural error.” 

El-Masry, a 1982 graduate of Waltham High said, “I’m still in 
disbelief over the whole thing. I made a mistake but I think there 
could have been an alternative punishment. I basically think I took 
the brunt of this whole thing and that’s kind of unfortunate because 
Thad the least to do with it.”” 

El-Masry’s friend and another student received small fines 
while Van Dyne and his partner were ordered to play $2,500 in 
fines. No one involved received jail sentences. 

Duke head football coach Steve Sloan simply said, ‘‘I think the 
punishment didn’t fit the crime.” 

Broadie described El-Masry to a reporter from the school’s 
Duke Chronicle as ‘‘an extremely nice young man. You can’t help 
but feel that he got swept up in something he didn’t know much 
about.” 

At Waltham High, El-Masry was a four-year letterman in foot- 
ball, and a member of the track team in his senior year. 

As a senior halfback, El-Masry sparked the Hawks to an 81 
record, leading the team in both rushing and points scored. The 
senior captain rushed for a phenomenal 1,141 total yards and 
scored 17 touchdowns. He was an All-State selection that year and 
was named to both the Shriners All-Star roster and the Agganis 
All-Star roster. 

As a junior, El-Masry was second on the team in rushing behind 
his older brother Steve, who would later star at Dartmouth College 
before transferring to Tufts University

Capodilupo has made it clear that 
the defense is his first priority. 
Though he indicated that there 
are still too many mistakes on 
that side of the ball, he his happy 
with how the D is ‘‘coming along. 

“If we continue to work and get 
rid of the mistakes defensively, 
we'll be all right.”” 

The most pleasing group on 
defense has been the down 
linemen. Joe Fresolo and ‘Brian 
Claflin have made Capodilupo 
comfortable with the tackle 
situation, while John Flynn and 
Rick Patriacca are waging quite 
a battle for the nose guard slot. 

There have been some 
mistakes at defensive end, but 
the “good group”’ of four or five 
players who are challenging 
should come up with a couple of 
solid starters. Scott Lancilotti 
and Josh Field probably have the 
inside track. 

The backfield isn’t as ex- 
perienced or deep, but the coach 
is encouraged with the progress 
that’s been shown back there. 

Dave Gates, Anthony Filipone 
and Milt Britton are all inex- 
perienced, but ‘‘they’re all tall 
and have speed.”’ They’re the 
frontrunners for starting posts in 
the defensive backfield, with Otto 
Mariano most likely joining them 
as monsterback. 

“They're getting better every 
day," said the coach 

Capodilupo feels the offense is

Jackie Gladu to hold down 3 jobs 


PROVIDENCE — The higher 
up the ladder an athlete goes, the 
more specialized he or she tends 
to get. Three-sport stars in high 
school are relatively common. In 
college, to play two sports is a 
somewhat rare achievernent 

While at Providence College, 
Jackie Gladu played, and star- 
red, in no less than three sports 











Beginning this fall, the 1984 
graduate takes that still another 
step further as she becomes an 


assistant coach in all three at her 
alma mater. 
The native of West Newton will 








have assistant’s duties in the 
three sports in which she excelled 
as an undergraduate, namely 
field hockey, ice hockey and soft- 
ball. 


“It's kind of like going home," 
said the soon-to-be ex-resident of 
34 Cherry St Providence 
treated me very well when I was 





there. I know the system and 
coaches in all three sports.” 
Those coaches include Kate 
Denning (field hockey), John 
Marchetti (ice hock and 





Marianne Palazzi (softball) 
Gladu, who graduated in 1984 






with a deg in Business 
Management, doesn't foresee a 
problem with trying to coach 
three different sports at the same 
school 


“Hopefully it won't be (a pro- 
blem). I'm familiar with the Pro- 
vidence system and how 
everything is run. It won't be a 
hard transition.” 

The appointment should work 
out well for all parties concerned 
Providence made the initial con- 
tact, knowing that by hiring 
Gladu one person could fill all 
three jobs. 

“T got a nice deal,” said Gladu 
of the full-time position. “It’s a 
nine-month position... They need- 
ed the assistants and I was 
capable of filling all three.” 

“Lou Lamoriello, our athletic 
director, and I are are pleased 
that Jackie has decided to rejoin 
us at Providence in this capaci- 
ty,”’ stated the school’s associate 












athletic director, Helen Bert, who 
continued, ‘Jackie demonstrated 
outstanding character traits as 
an undergraduate, and we're 
confident that they will carry 
over in her career as a coach.”” 

Though the new job doesn’t 
precisely fit the Business 
Management profile, Gladu is ex- 
cited about the chance 

“This is always something I 
wanted to try. I'd like to make a 
career (in sports), maybe get in- 
to athletic administration... This 
is a good opportunity to get some 
experience.” 

In addition, her “teacher's” 
schedule will allow her free time 
during the summer to continue 
some of the extra-curricular 
work she enjoys, such as working 
at camps. This summer for in- 
stance, Gladu spent quite a bit of 
time as an instructor at a field 
hockey camp in Vermont. 

She began receiving notice for 
her athletic ability at a tender 
age. Ironically, it was for the one 
sport she never played at Newton 
North High School, 

















Gladu began playing ice 
hockey for the Waltham Wings 
“when I was nine, when they 
were the Angels. Two others and 
myself were the youngest on the 
team" 

She stuck with that program 
for 10 years (until the Lady 
Friars claimed her skating abili- 
ty for their own), becoming one 
of the best players ever to play 
for the Wings, according to Coach 
kid Gaudet. For her last three 
seasons the right winger was the 
top scorer on the squad. 





Gaudet credited Gladu’s suc- 
cess to her “sheer interest in the 
sport and dedication to the sport. 
She never missed a_ practice, 
never missed a game, and when 
she came to practice she worked 
at it..She gave 120 percent at 
every practice and every game.” 

The coach added that Gladu 
was “very smart and cool in the 
corners, She knew what to do 
with the puck when she got 





it...She was a deadly scorer." 

As an example, Gaudet cited 
one season when the Wings 
played 47 games. Gladu finished 
with exactly 47 goals and 47 
assists. 

Along with center Carol 
Latorre and left winger Kathy 
Cox, Gladu formed “the best- 
organized line in women’s hockey 
at the time,’’ according to the 
coach. 

Gladu was considering a return 
to the team this winter, but this 
new development will preclude 
that. 

“It’s a great loss to the Wings,” 
summed up Gaudet. ‘‘Any coach 
would like to have her on the 
right wing. 

Her old coach had no doubts 
that she’d be a success in her 
latest endeavor, however. 

“Jackie always gave 110 per- 
cent. If I know her, her players 
had better give 110 percent or 
she'll let them know about it.” 

At North, the 1980 graduate 
played field hockey and softball 
for three seasons. Played is an 
understatement, because Gladu 
not only earned varsity letters for 
all three of her years at North, 
she was an All-Star every year in 
both sports. 


One of the finest all-around 
athletes ever to enroll at Pro- 
vidence College, Jackie had four 
outstanding seasons for the Lady 
Friars. In ice hockey, she compil- 
ed a career total of 200 points, the 
third highest in the history of the 
school. She also set new records 
during her senior season for most 
goals in a season (40) and most 
goals in a career (113). 


In addition, Gladu holds the 
school mark for most points in a 
season (69), a milestone that she 
reached during the 1981-82 cam- 
paign. Jackie scored the game 
winning goal at the 12-second 
mark of sudden death overtime 
to give the Lady Friars’ ice 
hockey squad its first of two 
ECAC Championship titles in 
1984, 

In softball, Gladu holds the 


record for best freshman batting 
mark with a .287 average in 1981. 
She missed her entire junior year 
due to an injury but returned as a 
senior to wind up as the squad’s 
second leading hitter with a .279 
average. 

In field hockey, she was the 
squad's leading scorer both as a 
junior and senior. In addition, 
during her junior campaign, she 
was one of 80 collegiate field 
hockey players to be invited to 
the Olympic Training Center. 

Last January, Gladu was nam- 
ed the 1984 Rhode Island male 
Athlete of the Year. She was pick- 
ed by Words Unlimited, the 
association of sports media 
members. 

Another prestigious accolade 
she received is her distinction as 
being Providence College's 
“Female Athlete of the Year” on 
two different occasions. The 1984 
PC graduate received the award 
as a freshman and shared it with 
classmate Susan Passander as a 
senior, 


All told, she earned an amazing 
12 varsity letters at the school. 

When not teaching or playing 
one of her three specialties, 
Gladu dabbles in running and 
golfing. It's just that dabbling to 
her would be a full-time job to 
most other people. 

She says she’s been doing a lot 
of running recently, for instance, 
mentioning that she ran the 
Boston Marathon last spring. 
Granted, that was as an unof- 
ficial entry, but next spring she 
hopes to have a number on her 
back 


And as a golfer, Gladu 
manages to shoot consistently in 
the low 90's, though admitting 
she’s ‘‘never broken 90."’ 


One of two children of Dick and 
Josette Gladu (the other, Ray, is 
headed for Bridgton Academy 
this fall), Jackie still has one 
minor problem to contend with 
among the rush to get going: 


“I start Wednesday and I’m 
still looking for an apartment.””

The cornerstones are there, but 
it’s going to take an awful lot of 
masonry before the Newton 
North boys’ soccer team is con- 
sidered a finished structure. 

No less than 17 seniors 
graduated from last year’s 13-6-1 
club which lost to Xaverian in the 
tournament. Only four starters 
return. 

That quartet is going to have to 
work overtime to keep the Tigers 
afloat while the rest of the team 
gets some intensive on-the-job 
training. 

Three of the returnees are at 
midfield, but not all will stay 
there. The fourth, Peter 
Bourland, will be back at his 
striker post, where he led the 
club in scoring in 1984. 

Bourland, an All-Star as a 
junior, topped the Tigers despite 
missing some time with injury 
problems last season. A 
troublesome ankle haunted him 
much of the fall, but he still 
managed to be the top North 
threat. 

“T’m really looking for a super 
year from him,” said Coach 
Roger Brown of the co-captain, 
who is already drawing some at- 
tention from college scouts. 

The other co-captain, Ed 
O’Brien, is one of the veterans at 
halfback. Most of his preseason 
has been spent trying different 
positions as Brown attempts to 
rebuild his defense. 

“We've tried him at stopper 
and sweeper,’’ the coach said. 
“He's very aggressive and has 
excellent skills.” 

If O'Brien doesn’t wind up on 
defense, Brian Scales will. One of 
the steadiest of the North mid- 
fielders last fall, the senior ‘‘has 
looked as good as anyone”’ in the 
preseason, according to Brown. 

Early on, the coach thought he 
might move O’Brien back and 
leave Scales in the middle, but 
based on the play of both in the 
preseason, that may be reversed 

The only halfback who's cer- 
tain to stay there is junior Steve 
Bourland, Peter’s younger 
brother. His progress has been 
hampered by an ankle injury 
which has kept him out of the 
preseason. 

The sub-par performances of 
some of the seniors have opened 
the door for a few of the younger 
players, In particular, Brown 
cited junior Jeff Swett, calling 
him ‘‘the surprise of the 
preseason, He'll play, but we 
don’t know where. He looks like 
he can handle whatever we give 
him.” 

There’s no doubt that Brown's 
first priority is getting the 
defense straightened out 

“The question marks involve 
our defensive ability,’’ admitted 
the coach. 

Stuart Jackson and Peter 
Schaeffer, two seniors who 
played junior varsity last year, 
are among those Brown is coun- 
ting on. ‘‘There will be a position 
open for either one or both,’’ the 
coach said, “They’re starting to 
improve, They have the talent.” 

Jon Greenberg is another 
senior up from the jayvees who is 
moving around.

Brown hopes that he can flesh

NEWTON — Widespread 
rumors about impending federal 
indictments against Police Chief 
William F., Quinn and his immi- 
nent resignation are just that, 
rumors with no factual basis, ac- 
cording to Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, the attorney conducting 
an audit of the Greater Boston 
Police Council (GBPC) and a 
federal source. 


The officials indicate that 
Quinn, chairman of the GBPC for 
the last 10 years, is being dragg- 
ed though the local rumor mill 
because of an Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) probe into the per- 
sonal financial dealings of 
Timothy C, Coogan, who served a 
dual role as Quinn's ad- 
ministrative assistant and the 
GBPC’s legal counsel. 

“To my knowledge, Billy Quinn 
is not being investigated. He has

done nothing indictable,”’ ac- 
cording to Mann, who said he 
“would be the first to know”’ if 
the IRS investigation had im- 
plicated Quinn in any wrongdo- 
ing. 

Thomas Dwyer, the Boston at- 
torney asked a week ago to con- 
duct an internal audit of the 
GBPC's practices, last week call: 
ed the rumors ‘‘ridiculous.”’ 

“Based upon my own conversa- 
tions with the IRS, there is no 
allegation of any wrongdoing by 


William Quinn. In fact, based 
upon those conversations, there 
is no allegation of any wrongdo- 
ing by anyone in connection with 
the GPBC wyer said. 


“It is not a probe of the council 
by the federal government,” he 
added. 

A highly-placed federal source 
also said he did not know of ‘‘any 
impending indictments” against 
either Quinn or Coogan. 


The comments confirm earlier 
reports placing the focus of the 
IRS probe on the possibility that 
Coogan may have failed to report 
$500,000 in personal income. 


In June and August, it was 
reported that the IRS investiga- 
tion into Coogan’s finances in- 
cluded a request for all the 
GBPC's financial records for the 
period from 1980 to 1984.

Murder rocks the Highlands 





One is a well-buffed, muscular Hollywood type who 
takes nearly a half an hour to get into his car. The other 
is a burly, often brutal behemoth who will quote 
Shakespeare to you through black-and-blue lips before he 
rips your arm off and beats you to a pulp with the bloody 
stump. 

The former is a guy named Robert Urich, who wowed 
boob tube buffs during a couple of seasons as the star of 
“Vegas.” He, a crew of dozens of technicians and a 
caravan of limos and trucks loaded with equipment have 
been showing up all over the greater Boston area for the 
past couple of months, harbingers of a new T.V. series. 
“Spenser For Hire”’ is slated to go up against the very 
popular ‘‘Miami Vice”’ this Friday night. 

Urich and his entourage invaded the grounds of the 
Beaver Country Day School, in Chestnut Hill, recently. 
The trucks pulled in and disgorged tons and tons of 
sophisticated equipment. Dozens of guys in parachute 
pants and headsets chain-smoked cigarettes and ordered 
people around. 

Extras, including local college students hired on to play 
schoolchildren stood around in small clusters waiting to 
be told when to go to lunch. One group of professional ac- 
tresses, dressed as ‘‘schoolgirls’’ in plaid-skirted school 
‘uniforms’ stood to the side, away from the action, aloof. 
In the noonday sun, alongside real kids from the school, 
they looked more like rejects from the Dallas Cowboys 
cheerleaders than schoolgirls; but such are the wonders 
of television, 

In one scene, it took Urich and company more than a 
half-hour to film him running to a Caddy stretch limo, 
jumping in, starting the car, and burning rubber in “hot 
pursuit,’’ only to screech to a halt 20 feet away. 

“Remember, you're really tea ng, now,” the direc- 
tor reminded Urich just before they began the final run- 
through, ‘‘Cut! Save it!”’ were his only comments after-

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — Residents of a 
quiet cul-de-sac in the Highlands are still 
reeling from a brutal murder that rocked 
their neighborhood last Friday. 

A 22-year-old Salem man was arraigned in 
Newton District Court Monday and charged 
with the brutal stabbing death of his 
girlfriend’s 78-year-old mother in her 
Newton Highlands home. Tyrone Mark 
O’Neil, also known as Mark Lupo, was 
charged with first-degree murder in connec- 
tion with the death of Emily (Littlefield) 
Aldrich, of 25 Oak Terrace. The elderly 
woman was stabbed at least five times in the 
chest and neck and received a slash wound 
on the hand, police said. 

The victim's daughter, 37-year-old Susan 
Aldrich, has been charged with being an ac- 
cessory to murder after the fact. Bail for 
Miss Aldrich was set at $500,000 and O'Neil 
was held without bail. 

An autopsy performed in WalthamWeston 
Hospital verified that the death was caused 
by a stab wound, 

The daughter, who works at night, 
discovered her mother’s body lying on the 
bed in her second floor bedroom at about 
10:30 Friday morning, police said. She called 
her mother’s physician, Dr. Charles Thomp- 
son, who summoned police. 

O'Neil, a caretaker at the Newton 
Cemetery on Walnut Street, was called to the 
house by Miss Aldrich after the police arriv- 
ed. Investigators questioned the couple in- 
side the home for more than three hours, un- 
til about 2:30 p.m., when O'Neil was taken

The ‘‘real’’ Spenser lives in 
the imagination of his readers 
It is testimony to Parke: 
that he has created a “‘real”’ 
person, as Arthur Conan Doyle 
and a handful of other writers 
have done with their characters 











Roots in Newton 


The Orchard family, alleged 
to live somewhere up on West 
Newton hill, became minor 
celebrities in the Garden City a 
couple of years ago, when 
Spenser tore himself away from 
his somewhat sleazy downtown 
milieu to save their daughter 
from a long jail term in “The 
Godwulf Manuscript.” 

Other than that, though, the 
charismatic investigator has 
had little reason to circulate in 
the western suburbs. He might 
be surprised to hear that ‘'The 
Judas Goats,” a group of more 
than 300 Spenser devotees who 
have an especially hard time 
distinguishing the fine line bet- 
ween fact and fiction, are using 
Newton as a home base. 

Robert Pollock, a mild- 
mannered project director with 
Capitol Engineering by day, 
spreads the word about Spenser 
from his Newton Corner home 
when he is not working. Pollock, 
a mystery fanatic since he first 
read ‘‘The Adventures of 
Sherlock Holmes” as a youth, 
says he decided in 1979 that 
Spenser was deserving of the 
same sort of organized follow- 
ings that Holmes, Nero Wolfe 
and other famous detectives had 
garnered 

“Then I decided, ‘Let someone 
else start it and I'll join.’ It 
didn’t work out that way. Five 
years later, I did it myself,” 
Pollock said. He got together 
with Kate Mattes, who owns a 
bookstore in Cambridge that 
specializes in mysteries, and, on 
April Fool’s Day (‘‘We decided 
not to take ourselves too serious- 
ly,” he f the date.) 1984, 
“The Judas Goats” was formed. 
(The name was lifted from the 
title of one of Spenser's adven- 
tures. ) 

Since then, the group has at- 
tracted more than 300 Spenser 
devotees from 29 states, 
Canada, England and Japan. A 
regular newsletter, a slick, well- 
executed affair, spreads the 
word and elucidates details of 
“the canon."’ Trivia quizzes are 
very popular with the group.

Spenseriana, much of which on- 
ly other devotees would 
recognize.

Spenser switched to Rolling 
Rock Extra Pale in the tall bot- 
tle, sold only by the case at 
select outlets. ‘‘Malt does more 
than Milton can,” he tells a 
literary friend in ‘‘Valediction,”’ 
to justify God’s ways to man.”

He 
pointed out that Urich played 
Pittsburg Steelers running back 
Rocky Blier in a movie about 
his life and showed he has a lot 
of the physical qualities that 
make Spenser unique among his 
contemporaries.

Pollock hopes the rapid-fire, 
wise-guy wit that distinguishes 
Spenser's dialogue will carry 
over to the new T.V. series.

‘A man of character’ 


Mostly, the president of ‘The 
Judas Goats’ hopes Spenser’s 
own character and personality,

To describe the unique sort of 
character that Spenser is, 
Pollock turns to an essay by the 
dean of American mystery 
writers, Raymond Chandler. In 
a piece called ‘‘The Simple Art 
of Murder,’’ Chandler describes 
the qualifications of the “‘ideal’’ 
detective. ‘‘Down these mean 
streets a man must go who is 
not himself mean, who is neither 
tarnished nor afraid. The detec- 
tive in this kind of story must be 
such a man 

“He is a relatively poor man, 
or he would not be a detective at 
all. He is a common man or he 
could not go among common 
people. He has a sense of 
character, or he would not know 
his job. He will take no man’s 
money dishonestly and no man’s 
insolence without a due and 
dispassionate revenge. 

“He is a lonely man and his 
pride is that you will treat him 
as a proud man or be very sorry 
you ever saw him. He talks as 
the man of his age talks — that 
is, with rude wit, a lively sense 
of the grotesque, a disgust for 
sham and a contempt for pet- 
tiness .... If there were enough 
like him, the world would be a 
very safe place to live in, 
without becoming too dull to be 
worth living in.” 

Looking forward to the 
possibility that Spenser, 
Parker’s creation, might not 
survive being crammed into the 
compact commercialism of 
television, Pollock explains, us- 
ing Parker’s own words: “I 
write books for art. I sell to the 
movies for money. Don’t mix 
them up.

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Countryside improvements put ‘on hold’ School Department turns back $11,000 


NEWTON The School 
Department is waiting for 
estimates from the Planning 


Department before it determines 
a plan of action for renovating 
the Countryside Elementary 
School, according to Assistant 
Superintendent of Building and 
Operation Vincent Silluzio said. 

Suggested renovations at the 
Dedham Street school are a 
result of the School Committee's 
decision to close the Oak Hill 
School last year. 

“With present enrollment, we 
can accommodate the extra 
students,” Countryside PTA Co- 
President Dinah Molleur said 
“But, as of next year, we'll be 
full.’’ 

The decision to renovate the 
school is based on a reorganiza- 
tion report compiled by Silluzio 
and Superintendent John Strand 








which mandates each receiver 
school must have enough space to 
support enrollment over a five- 
year period with a ratio of 24 
students per room. 


“There’s enough classroom 
space at the school to handle the 
projected enrollment,’’ Silluzio 
said.

NEWTON — While many people are quick to acknowledge the 
educational, cultural, social and aesthetic values of the 10 area col- 
leges and universities in the western suburbs, few are aware of the 
$300 million impact of these institutions on the area economy 

The Newton-Needham Chamber of Commerce has just com- 
pleted a study of the institutions’ budgets, based on data for the 
1984-85 academic year. The study was done by the Chamber's 
Higher Education Committee, chaired by Trudy Burke of the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital School of Nursing 

The 10 institutions in the western suburbs include Andover 
Newton Theological School, Aquinas Junior College, Babson Col- 
lege, Bentley College, Boston College, Brandeis University, Lasell 
Junior College, Mount Ida College, Newton-Wellesley School of 
Nursing and Regis College. The last completed study was done in 
1981 

Some of the highlights of the study show that the combined in- 
stitutional budgets total $303,809,321. The institutions have a total 
21,602 full-time students and an additional 10,436 part-time 
students. The total number of full-time faculty is 1,402 and the in- 
stitutions employ 4,887 full-time. Their libraries have 2,421,312 
volumes and the colleges occupy 1,265 acres of land.

Jackson eases fiscal pinch

Under Commissioner Jackson, a code of 
conduct for departmental employees has been 
in place and an internal unit created to guard 
against wrongdoing. 

Thus far, there is no hint of scandal in the 
department where increased effort has been 
directed toward not only improving voluntary 
collections but also cracking down on tax 


Massachusetts government, like many Bay 
Staters, has an IRA helping salt away money 
for future needs. 

This IRA, however, is not an individual 
retirement account but a public servant - Ira 
A. Jackson, the man responsible for seeing 
that the commonwealth gets every tax dollar 
it is owed. 


While the governor was engaged in some 
broken field running on the tax cut ques- 
tion, and Senate President Bulger was as 
inscrutable as ever, Keverian could see a 


clear picture development. 


The House speaker gave his blessing toa 
measure that was passed by an over- 
whelming margin and sent to the Senate, 
where it languished over the summer mon- 
ths. 


The House bill, advanced to the floor by 
Ways and Means Chairman Voke of 
Chelsea, would phase out the 7.5 percent 
surtax enacted under Dukakis in 1975 as a 
“temporary”’ deficit cure. Even after a 
comeback in the rematch win over Ed 
King, he steadfastly resisted a surtax 
repeal. 


His position finally changed last week. 
The governor said the state’s economy 
made it possible for him now to favor a 
permanent tax cut, which might include 
taking the surtax off the books. His ad- 
ministration finally got around to releas- 
ing figures which show a 1985 fiscal year 
surplus due by January of $217.9 million. 
Back in the springtime, the corner office 
was throwing cold water on high surplus 
projections. 


Even when it had to concede sizable in- 
creases were around the corner, the word 
from the top was that there were several 
ways to spend it and the surtax should re- 
main. 


Public opinion was running strongly 
against the no-tax cut position, however. 
Barbara Anderson’s initiative petition for 
repeal was under way. ‘‘Give it back’’ 
became a hostile slogan the incumbent’s 
team couldn’t ignore. Implications for the 
1986 election year were obvious. 


It is clear the House’s reversal of an ear- 
ly lukewarm stand on the surtax opened 
the way for the shift by Dukakis. As noted 
by Keverian, it is likely the tax cut ques- 
tion on Beacon Hill will be resolved by a 
House-Senate conference committee. 
What the governor has done is to remove 
himself as an impediment to significant 
tax relief, something which could have 
cost him dearly in his next campaign. 


A tax cut would seem to be inevitable 
now. How much and in what form are the 
elements to be worked out with a doubtful 
Senate because, in that body, the Ways and 
Means chairman, Patricia McGovern of 
Lawrence, has strong ideas of her own 
which run counter to the House proposi- 
tion. 


When all is said and done, one can expect 
a Bulger-Keverian consensus to emerge. 
The good news is that taxpayers are going 
to get a piece of the surplus pie. 
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The former dean of Harvard University’s 
John F. Kennedy School of Government has, 
over the past 2% years, built the Department 
of Revenue into one of Massachusetts’ most 
successful agencies. 

And what greater evidence could there be 
than the recently announced $89.4 million 
surplus with which the commonwealth ended 
fiscal 1985. This uncommitteed pile of money 
would have been even deeper had state 
lawmakers not earmarked $128 million of it at 
the last minute for public employee pension 
reserves. 

Contributing mightily to the size of the 
surplus were record tax collections totaling 
$6.4 billion, some 13.4 percent more than in 
fiscal 1984. This growth in yield was nearly 
double what had been expected. It was the se- 
cond year in a row that revenue increases ex- 
ceeded original projections substantially. 

Clearly much of this largess, despite the 
strong economic climate, would not have ex- 
isted under a less aggressive tax-collecting 
operation. While it would be naive to assume 
that tax-dodging and chiseling are things of 
the past, there is much to suggest that they 
are likely to be considerably less plentiful. 

Particularly successful among various 
Jackson-initiated programs to catch tax 
cheaters was the 90-day amnesty in late 1983. 
It gave tax scofflaws a special one-time-only 
opportunity to come forward and ante up 
without the threat of prosecution. Some $84 
million were netted - $6.1 million in fiscal 1984 
and the rest in the 12-month cycle that ended 
last June 30. The most optimistic observers 
had anticipated only ‘‘up to $10 million.” 

Nobody was more pleasantly surprised than 
Revenue Commissioner Jackson, unless it 
was Gov. Michael S. Dukakis, who brought the 
1970 Harvard College graduate to Beacon Hill 
from the Kennedy School in January 1983. 
Having previously served a term as governor 
and recognizing the importance of putting the 
Revenue Department in capable hands, Mr. 
Dukakis made filling that post one of first 


evaders. 





In fiscal 1984, the first full year under 
Jackson’s leadership, the agency conducted 
$147.8 million audits of individual and cor- 
porate tax accounts. That is nearly double the 
number in fiscal 1982, the final full year of the ~ 
previous state administration. 

Increased attention has been focused on go- 
ing after out-of-state companies that do ~ 
business in Massachusetts and have avoided 
paying taxes here. Branch offices have been 
established or beefed up in Chicago, Houston, 
Los Angeles, New York, and Pittsburgh. mee 

That the current regime and the Dukakis 
administration mean business is underscored 
further by its substantially increased pursuit 


of Bay State tax-dodgers and procrastinators. 
Property seizures were up 74 percent in fiscal 
1985 over the previous 12 months. The 159 tak-

Tax forms have been simplified. This, too, 
has helped. But it takes dollars to make : 
dollars. The Revenue Department has con- 
siderably expanded and modernized its opera- 


tion with the addition of new computerized 


orders of business, a move he has never 
regretted. 

The Jackson assignment was twofold: (1) to 
come up with ways to ensure that the com- 
monwealth gets every nickel due from its 
various taxes; and (2) to clean up the image of 
an agency that had been under a cloud since 
the indictment of some of its officials during 
the regime of his predecessor. 

While it is doubtful that there was as much 
corruption within the revenue department 
during the governorship of Edward J. King as 
some alleged at the time, public confidence in 
the agency’s integrity was hardly soaring

From the individual taxpayer’s standpoint, 
greater efficiency has helped bring faster 
‘refunds to those entitled to them.

Tax break gaining on Beacon Hill

Death and taxes? Sure, we all 
know they’re the only things that 
are certain. 

But how many of us can say we 
know what the cause of our deaths 
will be or what kind and amount of 
taxes we have to pay during our 
lifetime? 

In a continuing debate on Beacon 
Hill, a consensus has developed 
that some kind of a permanent tax 
break is nearly certain this year. 

But in the shorthand of public 
debate the catch-all has been the 
state’s decade-old 7 % percent sur- 
charge on the income tax. 


Even Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
was forced to admit reluctantly 
this month that a tax cut other than 
his one-time-only $64 million pro- 
posal is possible. 

But the governor's delay in mak- 
ing that announcement may have 


destroyed what liberals feel is 
more important — reform of the 
tax system to ensure that those 
with the most wealth will pay a 
higher proportion of their incomes 
into the state's tax coffers. 

In an attempt to mask its failure 
to forsee the huge budget surplus 
for the year that ended this past 
June 30, the Dukakis administra- 
tion apparently did some slick 
bookkeeping. Administration and 
Finance Secretary Frank Keefe 
said the fiscal 1985 surplus was 
$79.8 million, but House Ways and 
Means Chairman Richard Voke, D- 
Chelsea, immediately responded 
the figure was about $300 million. 

And last week, the business- 
oriented Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation supported Voke’s con- 
tention, but added the surplus- 
masking process was not limited to 
the Dukakis administration. 

“Our government is using ques- 
tionable practices that cloud our 


view of the state’s finances,” said 
an MTF statement. ‘‘Many of these 
practices can be traced back 
several administrations.” 

Of course, these practices are 
designed to protect state funds 
from assault by special interest 
groups seeking a greater slice of 
the revenue pie and from groups 
seeking tax cuts that would be 
more favorable to their interests. 


The important thing that often 
seems to be overlooked in these 
debates is that there exists both 
special interest spending and 
special interest taxes. 


It’s easy to see that certain state 
expenditures are designed to help 
certain special interests. But what 
is forgotten is the fact that attemp- 
ted tax reductions are often adver- 
tised as beneficial to all taxpayers, 
when, in fact, their impact may 
overwhelmingly protect the in- 
terests of only a few. 


There is little argument among | 


tax experts that repeal of the 7 % 
percent state income tax sur- 


charge would help higher income : 


individuals more than moderate- 
or low-income people. 

And there is little doubt the 
liberal 
would prefer reforms that would 
spread the benefits more widely 
across the taxpayer spectrum, or 
even design taxes to benefit those 


people at the lower end of the in- | 


come scale, 

But the state constitution’s pro- 
hibition against such a graduated 
income tax is a roadblock to such 
efforts. And it now looks like the 
Dukakis administration won't have 
enough time to side step efforts by 
conservatives and others to repeal 
the income tax surcharge.

The council, a dues-paying 
association of almost 50 com- 
munities within and around the 
Route 128 belt, was created 20 
years ago in an effort to moder- 
nize communication between 
police departments and regional 
law enforcement agencies. 

Using Newton as its ‘‘host com- 
munity,’’ the GBPC has since 
grown into a mulit-million dollar 
purchasing collaborative which 
allows every city and town in the 
commonwealth the chance to 
take advantage of reduced prices 
for equipment like police cruisers 
and radios. 

Dwyer acknowledged that he is 
Quinn’s personal attorney, but 
said, ‘‘Right now, I am working 
for the council in an attempt to 
determine whether or not there 
has been any questionable 
management or accounting prac- 
tices in connection with the ad- 
ministration of the council."’ 

The audit is ‘‘predicated on the 
fact that Coogan, the man who 
administered everything for the 
council, has resigned and is 
under investigation by the IRS,” 
he added. 

In an earlier interview, Coogan 
said he told Quinn in October 1984 
he would be leaving his duties in 
June to go into private business. 

Coogan was asked to 
with GBPC, but refused because 
of possible conflicts of interest 
between his new job and the 
council’s activities, according to 
Quinn. 











Subsequent to learning about 
the IRS probe, it was reported 
that no local, state or federal 
agency monitors the council’s 
collective purchase activities. 

Dwyer said it is ‘reasonable to 
assume”’ that an effort to provide 
some type of legal structure and 
supervision for the GBPC will 
take place once the audit results 
are known 

“Many times, you can have 100 
percent supervision and_ still 
have a problem. It happens every 
day,’’ he added 

The internal audit, which is try- 
ing to ‘“‘trace all the money in- 
volved” in the GBPC’s accounts 
from 1980 to the present, will in- 
clude interviews with police 
chiefs and administrators from 
all the member cities and towns, 
Dwyer said. 

Private contractors from 
which the council has purchased 
equipment and communication 
services will also be interviewed 
and the GBPC's financial records 
will be reviewed by a private ac- 
counting firm, he added 

Coogan, a Sudbury resident, 
began working for the city in 1971 
as a work-study student from 
Boston College and eventually 
served, under contract, as the 
GBPC's legal counsel, project 
director, technical advisor and 
federal grants manager. 

The GBPC relied on Coogan, 
who has written numerous ar- 
ticles for law enforcement and 
communication publications, to 
draw up its service contracts, 
bidding specifications and to app- 
ly for radio frequencies from the

language.” 


Rothenberg has expanded his 
vocabulary of this language to in- 
clude styles from various types of 
music from around the world 

Non-Western music is “based 
on musical precepts aside from 
our own,” he s: ‘or example, 
other cultur music ‘‘has dif- 
ferent rhythms and tunings than 
ours,’’ says Rothenberg. 















Rothenberg’s interest in world 
music was partly an outgrowth of 
studying comparative religions 
as an undergraduate at Oberlin 
College. 


Since then, he has continued to 
develop an open-minded and 
worldly view of music through 
studying various cultures and 
their music traditions and styles 
by listening to recordings and 
concerts in New York City. And, 
in November, Rothenberg will 
travel to Japan to study. 


“The most interesting, 
creative musicians are also in- 
terested in studying even non- 
musical things,’’ Rothenberg 
maintains. “‘If you just go to the 
conservatory and just study 
Western European music, you 
wouldn’t be truly creative, 
although you may be good at the 
way you play Brahms or Bach. 


“It’s important not to be 
myopic and have blinders on.”

Mann also cautioned against 
allowing the city’s increasingly 
impressive year-end surpluses to 
“beguile us into long-term illu- 
sions of fiscal certainty.

With 
pending fede cutbacks and our 
continuing low per capita local 
aid allocation, the state must

he said. 

Mann used the bulk of his ad- 
dress to outline accomplishments 
he credited as ‘‘ample evidence” 
of the city’s current commitment 
to excellence, including a unique 
AAA-bond rating, record year- 
end free cash position and A-2 
fire insurance rating. 

Describing the city govern- 
ment as ‘‘a large corporate enti- 
ty” and residents’ dual role as 
“the board of directors’ and 
“customers,” he said, ‘‘The con- 
cept of excellence is not a new 
one for us ... We have long used 
this benchmark as a measure of 
our performance.” 


Mann lauded the city’s 50- 
percent decrease in property loss 
due to fires, subsidized housing 
initiatives and said the city’s

Brighton man indicted 
for robberies at MBTA

CAMBRIDGE A Middlesex 
County Grand Jury has indicteda 
Brighton man on two counts of 
armed robbery, two counts of at- 
tempted armed robbery and one 
count of assault with a dangerous 
weapon in connection with an in- 
cident involving four victims at a 
Newton MBTA station last April 
5. 

Indicted was David P. Nagle, 
37, of 266 Beacon St. 

Nagle, who presently is 
awaiting trial at the Middlesex 
County Jail where he is being 
held on $100,000 surety with a 
$10,000 cash alternative, was ar- 
rested sometime after the inci- 
dent by police in the Cape Cod 
area, Assistant District Attorney 
Adrienne Lynch said Friday. 


Lynch said Nagle wielded a 
sawed-off shotgun when he robb- 
ed a man of his wallet at a nearby 
Holiday Inn parking lot at 3 p.m. 
He then chased the man on foot 
into an MBTA station where he 
assaulted two MBTA employees 
and then robbed a woman of her 
ear after flagging her down 
claiming there had been an acci- 
dent 

According to Lynch, Nagle first 
tried to get onto an MBTA train 
after unsuccessfully attempting 
to steal a car at the station. But 
the boothkeeper, who was told by 
Nagle he had no change to get on 
the train, said ‘‘sorry no excep- 
tions.” 

Nagle then fled and robbed the 
woman, Lynch said. 

An arraignment date has not 
yet been scheduled. 


Indicted extortionist pays bail

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Real estate tax bill exemptions for senior citizens 


Well, it's almost that time of year again 


Q. What time of year is that? 

A. Property tax bill time 

Q. Oh yeah, you're right. Fall is upon us, and with it comes real 
estate tax bills. I hope I'll have enough set aside to cover it. I wonder 
if I qualify for some sort of exemption 


A. Most real estate tax exemptions have an age, marital status, 
medical condition, or income and assets criteria attached to them. 
Let me give you some examples of tax exemptions that apply to 
senior citizens. Clause has two ae jes that apply to senior 
citizens: ‘surviving spouse” and ‘“elder‘. ‘‘Elder’’ means a person 
who is 70 years old as of July 1, 1985 


In addition to the widow/widower status and age, there is a limit on 
assets. There is a formula for determining whether or not you fit the 
requirements. To that figure you add the amount of money in the 
bank, stocks, bonds, value of all other real estate, etc. The end result 
cannot ex ed $40,000. The first $60,000 of your home's value is ex- 
empted. The only other qualification is the “elderly’’ person must

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have owned and lived in the property for which the exemption is be- 
ing filed for the past 10 years. Clause 17C provides $175 deduction on 
your annual real estate tax bill 

Clause 41B is for the elderly person who is 70 as of July 1, 1985. The 
elderly person must have owned property for five years or be the sur- 
viving spouse of a person who owned property for five years. The ap- 
plicant(s) must have been a Massachusetts resident for 10 years. The 
maximum income allowed is $10,000 for a single person and $12,000 
for a married couple. 


On the assets side, the criteria is that the whole estate, both real 
and personal, minus the value of your home (except for any part of 
your home for which rent is collected) cannot be more than $20,000 for 
a single elder and $23,000 for a married couple,.one of whom must be 
70 years old. 


Mit 41B provides a $500 annual deduction from your real estate 
tax bill. 


Clause 41A permits eligible elderly persons to deter payment of all 
or a portion of their tax bill for one or more years. You can defer up to 
half of the full market value of your property. There is an annual in- 
terest rate of 8 percent on these deferred taxes. 


To be eligible, a senior citizen taxpayer or spouse must be 65 years 
old on July 1, 1985, and must have lived in Massachusetts for the last 
10 years, and have owned and lived in his property for five years. 

Veterans have a number of exemptions available to them, Clause 
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22A, B, C, D, & E. The tax reduction to those who are eligible varies 
from $175 for those who fit the requirements of a Clause 22 to a total 
tax exemption for paraplegics or their surviving spouses. 

There is also a Clause 18 tax exemption. In order to be considered 
for this exemption a qualified taxpayer must first have applied for 
and been denied a tax deferral (Clause41A). 

Finally, there is a tax exemption for the blind. (Clause 37A), In 
order to “qualify for this exemption you must register with the 
Massachusetts Commission for the Blind. The certification of blind- 
ness from them must be attached to the initial application for this ex- 
emption. 

A blind person who successfully completes the application, is entitl- 
ed to an annual reduction in real estate taxes of $500. 

Q. From what you've told me it sounds as if I would be entitled to 
both the ‘‘surviving spouse” and “elderly person’’ exemptions. Can I 
get both? 

A. No, you can only receive one tax exemption. If you believe you 
would be eligible under both categories, see which one provides a 
greater benefit to you. In this instance, Clause 41B, “elderly person,” 
provides a $500 annual exemption, while the “surviving spouse”’, 
Clause 17C, only provides $175. 

Q. How can I get the forms? 

A. Write to the City Assessors Office at Newton City Hall, 1000 Com- 
monwealth Ave., Newton Centre, MA 02159. Enclose a note indicating 
which form you want, and you may also enclose a stamped, self- 
addressed return envelope; or go to City Hall and pick up a form. 
Forms are available on the counter in the assessor's office. 


Q. How much time do I have to return the form? 
A. The assessors will not accept exemption forms after Dec. 15, so 
get it done as soon as possible. 


Q. Will this one application be good as long as I own my home? 

A. No, you have to re-apply every year, but after your first suc- 
cessful application, the assessing office will mail it to you 
automatically sometime after July 1. They have already done that for 
this year’s tax bill season. So, next year you will get the form sent to 
you without a formal request. If you don’t receive it or lose it, the 
assessors will be happy to send one to you. 


Q. Can I call them on the phone? 

A. Of course, but at the moment the city assessors are starting to do 
the state-mandated re-evaluation for fiscal year 1987, It's a little busy 
there. 


Q. Is it re-evaluation time already? 
A, Yes it is. There will be people coming around as they did in the 
past. Don’t be surprised if someone comes to your door. 


Q. I wouldn’t let some stranger in my door. 

A. I agree. You need to be careful and protect yourself from 
unscrupulous people, but the re-evaluation people will have an ID and 
a letter of introduction with them. 

If someone comes to your door and tells you he is from the re- 
evaluation team and cannot produce the ID andthe letter, do not let 
him in; call the police right away, and then call the assessors and 
report the incident to them. If you think of it, and you can do it safely, 
try to get the license number of the vehicle the person is driving. It 
could really help the police to stop any person intending to do harm to 
another senior citizen.

WAYLAND With some 
200,000 college students invading 
the Boston area this week, the 
Charles Cosgrove Memorial Golf 
Tournament decided to have a 
freshman orientation day of its 
own on Sunday, Sept. 8.

The 50-year old 
Wellesley resident fired a 74 
gross score at Wayland Country 
Club, giving him the crown at 66 
when his 8 handicap was figured 
in 

Another rookie to the Cosgrove, 
Larry Kelley, earned the low 
gross trophy with a score of 74 
He, Fairchild, Bob Keefe and 
Tom O'Rourke all finished with 
that score. 

As the overall winner, Fair- 
child was eliminated from the 
low gross consideration, leaving 
the other three. Keefe and 
O’Rourke both birdied the first 
hole, but that wasn’t enough 
when the cards were matched, 
because Kelley came up with an 
eagle on number one.

A former lacrosse 
and football captain at Newton 
North, Blake is currently atten- 
ding Holy Cross. 

Though a strong performer in 
football, lacrosse was the 1984 
graduate’s sport at North. As a 
senior, the tall defenseman won 
every award in sight, capping his 
year by being named an All- 
American, one of only three from 
Massachusetts. 

From there he went to the 
University of New Hampshire for 
a year before transferring to Ho- 
ly Cross.

New Rep Project 
in good standing 
with ‘Bus Stop’

The New Repertory Project has kicked off their 1985-86 season with 
a fine production of William Inge’s ‘Bus Stop.” It is often hard to 
view a production of this nature that is so identified with the movie 
version of the same name, starring the incomparable Marilyn 
Monroe, but the Project has done well by this classic. 

y centers on a stormy night in an out-of-the-way town near 

. The streets have been closed because of the bad 

weather, so the travelers in a bus are forced to spend the night in a 

mid-west diner. We learn the reasons these people are on the bus, and 

we discover how human nature often allows people of totally different 

backgrounds to gravitate towards each other even if it is just for a 
short time 

The most engaging of these relationships takes place between a 
bright high schooler, working in the diner and a former college pro- 
fessor, who is aimlessly travelling on the bus. His British accent and 
his grandiose demeanor captivate the imagination and spirit of this 
shy and inquisitive young lady. They recite Shakespeare together and 
he regails her with tales about his adventures. He, too, seems ge- 
nuinely taken with the girl, and when he has his chance to see her 
alone, he reneges, displaying that even the most unsavory of 
characters can offer us optimistic insights into human nature. Their 
interaction is charming, in large part, thanks to director Larry Lane, 
and performers Lynn Oprie and Jay Davis. 

Flashes of comedy come in the form of a lose relationship between 
the bus driver and the owner of the diner. This is the first time the two 
have been able to spend more than a 20-minute stop-over together, 
and they make the most of the situation. Nancy Doyle is glib and 
sassy as Grace. You just know that after this night, Carl the bus 
driver will find any excuse he can to drive through this town in the 
future. Ms. Doyle had such a non-chalant attitude towards her role, 
that her character came across as being totally believable. She was 
so good that I would have like to have seen her in the lead role. 

Cherie, a singer from Chicago, is making the trip west with a 
cowboy named Bo, who wants to marry her. But Cherie can’t make 
up her mind if she wants to marry Bo, or abandon him. Kathryn 
Lubar’s protrayal of Cherie is horribly over-acted. Lubar is a good 
actress but every time I see her in a production, she is terribly 
miscast. “Bus Stop” is no exception. Lane may see Lubar as a 19- 
year-old ingenue, but realistically, Lubars’ abilities should be 
cultivated for character parts and comedies. This production would 
have fared better if Doyle had played Cherie and Lubar had played 
the owner of the diner. 

The cast is rounded out by Ed Peed as Bo’s friend, Virgil and Hugh 
D’Autremont as Will, the town sheriff. 

Director Lane presents strong first and third acts, but the second 
act drags, mainly because of a tedious talent show segment. 

As always, Richard Fairbanks has done a wonderful job creating 
the set, which is dreary, yet realistic and homey. 

The project deserves a lot of credit for tackling such a variety of 
different and difficult plays through the years. They will be produc-

Although the Newton Choral 
Society started out 10 years

Over the past decade, and especially 
within the past two or three years, Newton 
has been experiencing a renaissance in the 
arts. 

According to their respective arts 
organization directors, the number of 
students who take courses at the Newton 
Arts Center has swelled from a mere 70 
seven years ago to 500 today. During the 
same period, the student population at the 
All Newton Music School — which is 
celebrating its 75th anniversary this year 
— has tripled in size. And the Newton 
Parks and Recreation Department’s Arts- 
in-the-Parks program has grown from 
5,000 to an estimated 22,000 participating 
in sponsored events and programs. 

Yet another successful Newton arts 
organization is the Newton Symphony Or- 
chestra, which according to NSO Presi- 
dent Constance Kantar, is considered ‘‘one

of the most outstanding orchestras in New 
England.” Celebrating its 20th anniver- 
sary this season, the symphony has at- 
tracted Seiji Ozawa, conductor for the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, who will 
guest conduct the Newton orchestra in 
January. 

Ozawa, who lives in Newton, ‘‘just 
wouldn't go to any old orchestra,’’ com- 
ments Kantar. 

Further, the NSO has already come 
close to selling out of subscriptions for this 
season's concerts even though the per- 
formances have been moved to a much 
larger hall at Aquinas Junior College, says 
Kantar. In addition, she says, the number 
of auditions for opening positions this year 
on the orchestra have doubled last years 
numbers even though the number of 
available positions has remained the 
same. 

This ‘‘sense of general growth”’ in the 
arts was also evident last year when the 


Marianna Pineda’s ‘Portentous’ 


Massachusetts Council on Arts and the 
Humanities chose the Newton Arts Center 
as one of four galleries in the state to ex- 
hibit the winning entries of their annual 
art contest. 

The Arts Center ‘‘has gone from being 
very local to something now recognized in 
M chusetts,’’ says Jo Simon, the 
Center's director. 

And the list of Newton art organization 
success stories goes on 

In 1984, the New England Regional 
Council of National Parks and Recreation 
Association awarded Newton’s Arts in the 
Parks with the distinction of ‘Best Arts 
Program in a New England recreation 
department,’’ says Linda Plaut, director 
of Arts in the Parks. 

Says Plaut, ‘‘It’s unusual for a recrea- 
tion department to house such an expan- 
sive arts program.”’

Holiday traditions endure

Oct. 7, the $250,000 appropriation 
from the surplus property ac- 
count will need 13 votes for 
passage. 

At the same board meeting, a 
proposed resolution seeking the 
full board’s support of the 
Homer/Walnut site will be up for 
debate. Passage of the resolution 
would also require a simple ma- 
jority vote. 

Chief Administrative Assistant 
Richard Kelliher began the Fin- 
Com meeting by explaining how 
the mayor arrived at the $250,000 
figure needed to begin designing 
the structure 

He called the $12 million price 
tag for a new library facility ‘tour 
best estimate of the upper limit” 
and said the preliminary design 
phase will generate ‘‘much more 
specific figures.”

have cleared the final legislative hurdle 
in their effort to get a non-binding ques- 
tion on the November ballot 

In a somewhat surprising move, the 
Board of Aldermen last week voted 17 to 
5 — on first call — to allow the question 
to appear on the ballot. Because of 
previously prolonged debates on the 
issue, some supporters expected more 
discussion during the meeting 

I didn't think (the question) would go 
through that easy,’’ moratorium sup 
porter Jim Hennelly of Maple Avenue 
said. ‘We are very relieved.” 

The question now goes to Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann for his approval. Ac- 
cording to City Clerk Edward English, 
Mann has 10 days from the time he 
receives the official board order to act 
on the matter 

The mayor can't act on the bill for at 
least 24 hours and up to 96 hours,” 
English said. **That is the time I have to 
present it to him. After that, he has 10 
days to sign it, veto it, or let it pass 
without his signature 


Mayor Theodore Mann, who will make the final deci 
sion on the ballot question, has in the past questioned how

Thomas Paulini, who is leading the push for a short

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Hotel/motel tax 
goes to full board

The aldermanic Finance Committee Monday night 


threw its support behind the imposition of an excise tax on the city’s 
four hotels, sending the issue to the Board of Aldermen for considera- 


tion on Oct. 7 


FinCom voted 4-1 in favor of 
implementing the highest 
allowable surcharge — 4 percent, 
which officials estimate will br- 
ing the city more than $70,000 a 
month in new revenue. 

A local version of the two- 
month-old law would become ef- 
fective on Nov. 1 if the fuli board 
approves, making the Garden Ci- 
ty the third community in the 











te to take maximum ad- 
vantage of the new funding 
source, 


Boston was the first to enact 
the 4-percent tax on rooms to help 
avoid a projected budget short- 
fall and the Waltham City Coun- 
cil unanimously passed a similar 
measure Monday night. 

Lawmakers in Haverhill and 
Marlborough have adopted less 
strigent versions, while those in 
Natick, Cambridge and Andover 
are considering adding their 
communities to the roster. 

For the short term, the city in- 
tends to use the new revenue to 
help pay for the construction of a 
main library, Over the long run, 
the money will help offset the 
scheduled elimination of federal 
revenue sharing. 

Local business leaders and of- 
ficials from the Holiday Inn on 
Grove Street and the Marriot 
Hotel on Commonwealth Avenue 
opposed the idea, arguing the 
new surcharge, compounded on 
an existing 5.7 percent state tax, 
would put their businesses at a 
competitive disadvantage with 
hotels in area communities 
without the measure. 

The excise tax will increase the 
price of one night’s stay in a 
Garden City hotel anywhere from 
$1.59 to $4.80, according to city of- 
ficials. 

However, a majority of Fin- 
Com felt confident the major 
cities in and around the Route 128 
belt would move to impose the 
new tax soon to help ease the 
fiscal constraints of Proposition 
2, 

Alderman Wendell Bauckman, 
who favored phasing in the tax 
first at 2 percent, represented the 
lone vote against the item. 

Mike Shulman, public relations 
director for the Marriot, offered 
only a mild objection to a 
hotel/motel excise tax here. 

“The Newton Marriot Hotel, 
like any community citizen, is op- 
posed to all tax increases. We are 
opposed to the increase in the 
room tax because it will impact 
our guest room business to some 
degree. However, since we are 
vitally interested in supporting 
the city, we find it most difficult 
to actively oppose this tax,” he 
said 

Recognizing the financial wind- 
fall to the city, Shulman added, 
“If this tax is enacted, it will

Jan Marshall, sales manager 
for the Holiday Inn, said she ex- 
pects the move to cause ‘‘a great 
deal of occupancy change”’ to the 
benefit of hotels in cities without 
the new surcharge. 

“For $2 less a night, people will 
commute farther,” she said, ad- 
ding that room prices are playing 
an increasingly important role in 
where both pleasure and business 
travellers take their business 
from the Howard 
Johnsons in Gateway Center and 
the Susse Chalet on Route 9 did 
not attend the meeting 

Lewis B. Songer, executive 
vice president of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com- 
merce, asked FinCom to hold the 
item for further consideration, 
calling it ‘a very attractive thing 
to do, but highly questionable.” 

Noting that the tax was created 
to ‘ st Boston in building and 
maintaining international con- 
vention facilitie: Songer said, 
“Simply because a tax is allowed 
does not necessarily make it ap- 
propriate.” 

“Many visitors to the city 
already complain to the Chamber 
about the high cost of food and 
lodging because of existing taxes. 
Another tax on a tax simply 
magnifies those costs,”’ he said. 

Songer also raised the issue of 
the city's recor’ surplus and 
relatively secure financial posi- 
tion, saying that, if the city is im- 
posing a new tax under those cir- 
cumstances, businessmen can 
only wonder what will happen 
when the good times end. 

Joseph Alexander, director of 
the Newton Taxpayers Associa- 
tion, called the idea 
“discriminatory and unfair’ and 
expressed his opposition by 
recalling the rallying cry of the 
American Revolution — ‘‘No tax- 
ation without representation."” 

He said the new tax will be im- 
posed on nonresidents who have 
no voice in the matter and warn- 
ed they will ‘‘vote with their 
dollars by staying away.”’ 

The possibility of a successful 
legal challenge overturning the 
new law could leave the city 
“holding the bag,’’ Alexander ad- 
ded 

Asked what effect the tax 
might have on the value of hotel 
properties, Assessing Board 
Chairman Robert Palmer said a 
significant decline in hotel 
revenues could cause a decline in 
the hotel's assessed value, mean- 
ing less property tax revenue for 
the city. 

In a memo responding to ques- 
tions raised by FinCom at a 
previous session, City Solicitor 
Dan Funk said the city has no 
protection against any move by 
the state to rescind the 
hotel/motel law. 

Funk also said the city could 
revoke the tax three years after 
the date it becomes effective.

NEWTON UPPER FALLS 
While his colleagues on the Board 
of Aldermen are concerning 
themselves with the race that 
will end with the November 5 
citywide election, Upper Falls 
Alderman-at-Large Paul K.

He tore a 
muscle once. Another time, jagg- 
ed lava rock on the road ate up 
his bike's tires. 

This year, he has been com- 
peting in a series of triathalons in 
order to get ready for the big one 
in Hawaii t weekend, he 
boosted himself to the rank of 
fifth in the national ‘“Masters”’

Local builder alleged in bribe 


A Boston public works 
employee was indicted for 
allegedly bribing a Boston of- 
ficial to push through a building 
permit application for a Newton 
construction firm. 


Robert Colantonio of East 
Boston is accused of paying $300 
in cash on March 26 to Paul 
Folkins to secure a building per- 
mit for Wexler Construction 
Company. Folkins, a_ city 
engineer, has been cooperating 
with federal agents in the probe. 


Colantonio was also charged 
with two counts of perjury in a 
three-count indictment returned 


by a federal grand jury probing 
Boston’s Inspectional Services 
Dept. 


Wexler Construction Company 
was overseeing $294,000 worth of 
renovations at 53 State St. but the 
project had been halted because 
the necessary permits were lack- 
ing according to Asst. U.S. At- 
torney Robert Cordy. 


Colantonio is also charged with 
twice lying to a grand jury on Ju- 
ly 18 when he allegedly denied 
receiving money from contrac- 
tors and passing it along to city 
employees. He was scheduled to 
be arraigned today.

Daley felt so confident after the 
bike race, he even stopped to take 
a shower before he began the 
marathon leg. ‘Everyone said, 
“You're flying!’’’ he said. 

The master marathoner at- 
tributed much of his newly ac- 
quired bicycling prowess to his 
“Mystery Lotus,’’ a highly 
specialized racing machine con- 
cocted for him by a “master 
technician” named Joe at Inter- 
national Cycles in Newton Cen-

But Daley’s own biking 


regimen suggests he could go the 
100 miles in a wheelbarrow. His 
regular training runs on the 
“Mystery Lotus’’ take him to 
Woonsocket, Rhode Island, and 
back. “It’s a scenic, comfortable 
ride on the bike,’’ he commented. 

Daley added that, because he 
was “‘tied up,’’ he was not afford- 
ed the usual luxury of running to 
the race on the Cape, something 
he does regularly. He usually 
runs down to the annual 
Falmouth Road Race, runs the 
race, then runs back to his Cot- 
tage Street home 

Asked if his asphalt athletics 
are cutting into his campaigning 
at all, Daley responded that he 
had already covered most of the 
wards in the city and that he will 
be hurrying back from Hawaii to 
cover the rest. “I'll be back on 
the 30th to campaign,” he said, 
stressing that ‘‘door-to-door’”’ 
canvassing is still his main 
method. 

“Knockin’, walkin’ and talkin’ 

the old fashioned way — that's 
the way I meet the people,”’ he 
said. ‘Give them some skin and 
let tham know what you're all 
about.”

SAT scores 34 points 


NEWTON The city’s senior 
class this year averaged 34 points 
higher on their Scholastic Ap- 
titude Tests (SATs) than the rest 
of the national senior class, 
Assistant Superintendent for 
Planning and Operations Vincent 
Silluzio told the School Commit- 
tee Monday night. 

“We should always expect 
Newton to be above the national 
average,’’ School Committee 
member Nancy Mann said 

As compared to last year’s 
class, this year’s class on the 
average scored 18 points 
higher on the verbal section and 


22 points higher on_ the 
mathematical section 

“This is very good,” 
Superintendent John M. Strand 


said. ‘‘Although, we’re not very 
sure how or why it happens.’’ One 
of the reasons, he speculated, 
might be the increased 
awareness by administration and 
faculty as to the importance of 
these tests for college-bound

seniors. If that is the case, ac- 


cording to Strand, faculty 
members ‘‘deserve a major por- 
tion of the credit,” the 


superintendent said. 

Comparing the scores of both 
high schools in the city, Silluzio 
said North witnessed the biggest 
jump in SAT scores when the ver- 
bal section jumped 20 points. The 
increase in the mathematical 
section was even greater — going 
from 500 to 526. 

At South, verbal scores jumped 
from 464 to 476 while 
mathematics scores increased 
from 522 to 534 — an increase of 
12 points in both cases. 

Looking at both sections of the 
test nationally, Garden City 
seniors scored 465 in the verbal 
section as compared to the 
average across the country of 
431. In the mathematical portion 
of the test, seniors at North and 
South scored a whopping 530 
while their national counterparts 
finished with a score of 475. 


Auburndale Yard sold, plans completed 


AUBURNDALE — The city has 
sold the former Auburndale 
Public Works Yard to a Dedham 
developer who will build 20 
Single-family homes and 30 units 
of subsidized elderly housing on 
the site. 

The city reached agreement 
last week with S. Robert Wolf, 
principal in the Wolf Corporation 
on Providence Highway, to 
develop the 7.2 acre Auburndale 
Avenue parcel declared surplus 
slightly more than three years 


ago. 
Wolf, acting on behalf of 
“Auburndale Development 
Associates (ADA), has also 


agreed to remove two “‘hotspots”’ 
of soil contaminated by leaking 
fuel tanks left underground by 
the city when the yard was aban- 
doned.

Drowning death 
suit coming to court 


»= NEWTON The case of a 
Newtonville man suing the city 
and the state for $100,000 on 
behalf of his son, who drowned in 
1978 while on swimming trip 
sponsored by the Recreation 
Department, will come to trial on 
Dec. 16 in Middlesex Superior 
Court 

Gabriel Lightman, of 117 Nor- 
wood Ave., is claiming the city 
and the state were negligent in 
the death of his -year-old son, 
Kenneth, a man with special 
needs who drowned seven years 
ago last month at Lake 
Cochituate in Natick. 

In a unique move considered 
crucial to the city’s defense, 
Assistant City Solicitor G.

AIDS victims 
still have rights 


It is difficult to imagine a sadder situa- 
tion than a child infected by Acquired Im- 
mune Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS). This 
killer, for which there is no known cure, 
has infected scores of young victims, 
many of them already suffering from 
hemophilia or another condition requiring 
blood transfusions, a common source of 
AIDS infection. 

These children need no added burdens, 
yet they have now become the victims of 
irrational fear. That fear has led to great 
pressures to prevent AIDS-infected 
children from attending school, depriving 
them of social contacts and friendship 
which they desparately need. There is no 
reason to stigmatize young AIDS victims. 
By all the available evidence, they are not 
dangerous to others except under unusual 
circumstances. 

Last month, a federal judge in Indiana 
upheld the right of a local school board to 
keep a child afflicted with AIDS from at- 
tending classes. More recently, in New 
York City, 12,000 children were kept home 
from schools by parents who were pro- 
testing the Board of Education’s decision 
5] to let a young AIDS victim go to school. 

Closer to home, the case of an infected 
|| , child in Swansea has attracted wide atten-

it is a wise policy. Research has con- 
sistently showed that only direct sexual 
contact, or blood-to-blood contact, can 
| spread AIDS. That is not occuring in our 
schools. Despite the facts, many Swansea 
parents panicked, and it took assertive 
leadership by school and health officials to 
defuse emotions. 

The public meeting held in Swansea did 
not satisfy everyone. Doctors and resear- 
chers cannot provide guarantees about 
AIDS, or about any other health threat. 
Parents’ impulse to protectionism is 
natural, but they should also take time to 
listen to the facts. After the Swansea 
meeting, one parent commented, ‘‘A lot of 
us had so much misinformation. The doc- 
tors alleviated most of our fears.” 

Clearly, AIDS research must proceed at 
maximum speed. Meanwhile, education of 
the public is the only effective route to 
humane treatment of AIDS children. And 
local school boards must take the initative 
to educate themselves, not wait passively 
and hope their town is fortunate enough to 
avoid the problem. These children are vic- 
tims of a terrible disease, but they need not 
be victims of fear, ignorance and 
discrimination.

Tax plan to hinder local finances

As millions of members of the 
“baby boom”’ generation proceed 
through the process of family for- 
mation, public school systems 
throughout the country are prepar- 
ing for a massive new surge in 
enrollment. 


Even in more normal times, 
education claims the largest single 
share (about 35 percent) of state 
and local government budgets — 
and coping with the ‘‘baby 
boomlet’’ will be even more expen- 
sive. In California alone, 110,000 
new teachers must be hired by the 
end of this decade. 


President Reagan's plan for 
drastically revising the federal tax 
code will make that task even more 
difficult because of his proposal to 
eliminate individuals’ state and 
local tax payments as a deduction 
on their federal income tax forms. 

That loss of deductibility almost 
certainly will increase popular 

sistance to state and local taxes, 
thus constraining the ability of the 
governments that rely upon those 
levies to maintain an adequate 
level of public services. 

In recent weeks, the president 
has traveled to Independence, Mo.; 
Raleigh, N.C.; and Tampa, Fla., to 
denigrate as ‘‘balderdas' the 
arguments of critics who insist that 
his proposal will precipitate a 
fiscal crisis of extraordinary pro- 
portions among many state and 
local governments, 




















But various analyses of Reagan’s 
plan have projected revenue losses 
to those governments of $10 billion 
to $12 billion annually — severely 
limiting their capability to finance 
not only education but scores of 
other functions as well. 

Moreover, the president’s in- 
itiative comes in the wake of his ad- 
ministration’s drastic reductions of 
the federal transfer payments that 
long have been an important 
revenue source for state and local 
governments. During Reagan’s 
first term, those payments were 
slashed by $59 billion. 

Every federal tax _ statute 
enacted since the Civil War has 
preserved the principle that in- 
dividual income devoted to in- 
voluntary payments of state and 
local taxes should not properly be 
regarded as income susceptible to 
federal taxation. 

At the same time that Reagan is 
calling for a radical departure 
from more than a century of ac- 
cepted policy affecting individuals’ 
taxes, he is proposing the perpetua- 
tion of the credit corporations can 
claim on their federal tax returns 
for the levies they pay to foreign 
governments. 

In addition, he has sought to 
generate popular support for his 
plan through the cynical tactic of 
pitting residents of low-tax areas 
against those who live in high-tax 
jurisdictions. 

It’s true that people who live in 
many of the nation’s most populous 
states and cities pay higher state

and local taxes — and thus are 
eligible for larger federal income 
tax deductions under the current 
system. 

But that’s because those areas 
have a high concentration of disad- 
vantaged people — the elderly, the 
impoverished, the unemployed, re- 
cent immigrants and those in fail- 
ing health — most in need of 
governmental services. 

When the Advisory Commission 
on Intergovernmental Relations 
conducted a 1981 survey of the na- 
tion’s 85 largest metropolitan 
areas, it found that per capita spen- 
ding on essential services (ex- 
cluding education) was 69 percent 
higher and taxes were 37 percent 
higher in the central cities than in 
the surrounding suburbs.

Thus, Reagan’s plan could in- 
spire a new round of middle-class 
flight from cities to suburbs just 
when some cities are experiencing 
a stabilized population for the first 
time in decades. 

Finally, state and local govern- 
ments everywhere face new 
responsibilities — improving the 
quality of public education, clean- 
ing up toxic waste dumps, replac- 
ing overcrowded prisons and car- 
ing for a growing elderly popula- 
tion. Eliminating the deductibility 
of state and local taxes would in- 
crease voter reluctance to finance 
those programs at the time when 
they are needed most.

Keverian’s ‘Trust me’ gets good reaction

Whatever faint hopes former 
House Speaker Thomas W. McGee 
may have had of wielding the gavel 
again must be fast fading 


George Keverian, the Everett 
Democrat who toppled him from 
the rostrum last January in one of 
the fiercest leadership battles ever 
on Beacon Hill, has been earning 
plaudits for his overall per- 
formance thus far, Obviously, the 
first eight or nine months do not a 
full term make, but the often 
wisecracking, Harvard-educated 
new speaker is proving to be an ef- 
fective force for change and ac- 
cord. 

While, quite understandably, few 
McGee loyalists have received 
choice House committee 
assignments, Mr. Keverian ap- 
pears to have banished no one, not 
even his predecessor, to the 
legislative dog house. And to their 
credit, most of those who stuck 
with the former speaker, even 
when it was all but certain he did 
not have the votes to keep this 
power seat, have refrained from 
foot-dragging 

Mr. McGee, too, as disappointed 
as he surely was over losing the 





gavel he had held for nearly a 
decade longer than anyone in 
Massachusetts — history has 


graciously accepted his colleagues’ 
decision. 

This freedom from  obstruc- 
tionism from within his own party 
in the House clearly has made it 
easier for Mr. Keverian to call 
signals, and his own tune. 

For the first time in some two 
decades the House has what 
amounts to a work schedule, under 
which members pretty much know 
in advance when key matters are 
coming up for floor action. This is 
not to suggest that there are not 
some surprises - indeed there are, 
much to the displeasure of the 
Republican opposition - but there 
has been a marked improvement 
This presumably has helped sup- 
porters and opponents alike to 
prepare for debate better. 

Things in the Senate, as they 
have been in years past, move con- 
siderably slower. Measures are 
often brought out with little ad- 
vance notice, with the exception of 
certain of the more controversial 
items to make sure it has the sup- 
port it needs to prevail 

Although hardly a rubber stamp 
for the programs and priorities of 
Goy. Michael S. Dukakis, the 
Keverian House leadership, on the 
surface at least, has been more 


responsive than the Senate's to 
various key gubernatorial] pro. 
posals 


Among the strengths of the 
Keverian regime have been some 
of his new committee chairmen, 
who, unlike their predecessors, 
have been able to bring a fresh look 
to various proposals, such as 
school reform and the overhaul of 
the criminal sentencing structure. 

In many instances, instead of 
bumping former chairmen off their 
committees, the speaker has simp- 
ly moved them aside. That, if 
nothing else, has given their suc- 
cessors the advantage of their 
knowledge and experience. 

Unlike former Speaker McGee, 
who, until the waning months of his 
leadership resisted most attempts 
to change House rules, Mr 
Keverian, at the outset, proposed 
and pushed a fairly broad range of 
amendments, including a few that 


at least slightly lessened the 
speaker's control. 
The portly speaker, if push 


comes to shove, has all the clout he 
needs to run the House the way he 
thinks it ought to be run. Yet there 
is little doubt that he prefers to rely 
on the art of gentle persuasion and 
his familiar two-word plea for sup- 
port: ‘Trust me." 

One of the Keverian-sponsored 
changes restricts to eight years the 
time he, or any future House 
presiding officer, can be speaker 
It was Mr. MeGee’s unwillingness 
to voluntarily relinquish the gavel 





after 12 years that led to his split 
with Mr. Keverian and the latter's 
Successful ascendancy to the 
rostrum. 


Perhaps the biggest challenge of 
the current Keverian term will 
come next year and will involve 
legislative redistricting based on 
the now all-but-complete mid- 
decade state census. 

The speaker will not be doing the 
job himself, on paper at least, bat 
because of his experience in such 
activities over the years and the 
political sensitivity of the project, 
he seems almost sure to have a 
finger or two in crafting the final 
blueprint 

Because of population shifts, 
there is no way all 159 of his fellow 
State representatives can retain 
the districts they now have or gain 
the new elective turf they might 
want 

Tough decisions will have to be 
made ones that defy both 
geographical and mathematical 
decisions. Keeping disappointed, if 
not embittered, colleagues, 
especially those in his party, toa 
minimum could be both a tough 
and support-threatening challenge 
for the genial and sometimes volu- 
ble speaker

By the 
time the English came to stay in 
the 17th century many tribes - in- 
cluding the local Nipmuc and 
Massachusetts had been 
decimated dramatically 

For their part, the Puritans 
came to escape domination by 
the established Anglican Church 
as well as to broaden their social

and economic opportunities 
Toleration of other religions and 
philosophies was antithetical to 
their own stringently held views, 
however. In fact, Conversion of 
the Indians was a provision of the 


Massachusetts Bay Company 
Charter which the Puritans 
brought from England 


Moreover, the Puritans did not 
regard the Indians as people, but 
rather as instruments of God or 
the devil, either to punish them 
for their sins or lure them to sin 
The inevitable conflict between 
these two disparate cultures is 
the theme of our book. While the 
English were technologically 
superior, the Indians were better 
adapted to nature and achieved a 
higher level of social harmony 
Nonetheless, they were more 
adroit at warfare.

According to Temple Emanuel 
Rabbi Samuel Chiel, while some 
changes are being made in 
Judaism to keep pace with the 
changing times, the message of 
Yom Kippur has remained cons- 
tant. 

“The message of Yom Kippur 
is eternal,’ the 58-year-old Rabbi 


said. “The themes never 
change.” 
Chiel explained that, unlike 


other services that he has helped 
modify “to try to speak to 
everybody coming from different 
vantage points,’ the message of 
Yom Kippur is the backbone on 
ee the Jewish religion is bas- 
ed. 


“It is more than atonement,’’ 
Chiel said. ‘‘It is at-one-ment 
at one with God, at one with self 
and at one with other human be- 
ings.”” 

There are, according to Chiel, 
three major themes of Yom Kip- 
pur. 


“Sin is a big thing,”’ the Rabbi 
said, ‘Humans are very sinful 
We deal with Al Cheyts — ethical 
sins of human beings.” 


Chiel said that, aside from sins 
listed in the Ten Command- 
ments, Judaism is concerned 
about ‘‘the refinement of sin. 





“On Yom Kippur, our tradition 
says you have to take account of 
yourself, sit down and think 
about the things that you have 
done during the past year that 
harmed others or yourself."’ 

Sitting down to take account 
leads to what Chiel called the se- 
cond major theme of Yom Kippur 
— change. 

“Change is possible,’’ he said. 
“One can imagine a tradition 
where you talk of sin a lot and 
become pessimistic. You are so 


full of sin that there is no hope 
left. Yom Kippur is the opposite 
of that. The possibility is 
everywhere for repentance and 
change. It is a time to determine 
how we are going to make this 
year better than last.’’ 


To make this year better than 
last, Chiel said Jews must 
remember to forgive 


“Forgiveness,” the Rabbi said, 
“is an optimistic and wonderful 
theme. He is not a harsh God. He 
wants to forgive us, accept us and 
get close to us. On Yom Kippur, 
He extends his ‘heart,’ 
metaphorically speaking. He 
comes to us and asks us to return 
to him. 


In Judaism, according to Chiel, 
there is no ‘‘magic solution. We 
don’t emphasize punishment," 
Chiel said. ‘‘The Talmud says the 
greatest reward in performing a 
mitzvah is performing the mitz- 
vah. Likewise, the worst punish- 
ment for committing a 
mitting the sin, because the sin- 
ner gets the feeling that ‘I have 
diminished myself’ by commit- 
ting the sin. If Yom Kippur has a 
real effect, it would be to go to the 
person you sinned against and 
ask their forgiveness.”’ 

















Chiel said forgiving means to 
make restitution, ask another to 
accept an apology and remember 
never to commit the sin again 

“There is no such thing as an 
irrevocable break,” he said, ‘‘or 
wars between humans that can- 
not be healed.” 





On a practical level, Chiel said 
talking about forgiveness often 
provides people with the inspira- 
tion to take action. 





“After hearing me talk about 
it, I’ve had people tell me that 
they called a brother or sister 
they haven't talked to for a long 
time and made up. It has a pro- 
found effect on Jews."" 


Another tradition of Yom Kip- 
pur that does not change is 
fasting. More than just a form of 
self-denial and cleansing of the 
soul, fasting is designed to re- 
mind the congregation of those 
less fortunate. 





The real meaning of fasting,” 
Chiel said, “is to think about 
those who fast because they have 
no food. The Jewish way is 
through mitzvot. We help those 
who are in trouble.”’ 


Chiel said that there is more to 
the spirit of Yom Kippur than 
just showing up for temple. The 
real spirit of Yom Kippur, he 
said, lies in the sincerity an in- 
dividual has toward the themes 
of the Day of Atonement. 


During the year, Chiel said he 
is trying to accomodate the many 
different backgrounds that make 
up the Jewish community in 
Newton. Yom Kippur, however, 
is a tradition that will always re- 
main the same. 


“When I firs 





ame to this con- 
gregation 18 years ago,’’ Chiel 
recalled, ‘‘I stressed participa- 
tion on the part of the congrega- 
tion. I didn’t want them to just sit 
passively by. I wanted them to 
take part and become an essen- 
tial part of the service.” 








Chiel pointed to the days of the 
printing press as a time when 
ritual became more uniform. 

“Before the printing press,” 
Chiel said, ‘‘people often added 
their own prayers. With the prin- 
ting press, the cost of making the 
books made that a less prevalent 
practice. The Talmudic fathers 
wanted to keep the traditions 
uniform, but they also wanted us 
to remember that change is in- 
evitable and we have to adjust. 
With Yom Kippur, things have 
remained pretty much the way 
they always have because the 
message is the same as it was 
then.”’

Planning Director Barry Can- 
ner said an architectural firm 
chosen by the city’s Designer 
Selection/Review process will 
translate the building program 
created by the library trustees in- 
to drawings showing what the 
library would look like, where it 
would situated on the lot and how 
each floor would be arranged. 

The designs, although not ac- 
tual working drawings, would 
also show the best parking 
scheme for the facility. 

The preliminary design work 
would include extensive 
geological tests at the

NEWTON — Way back in the 
summer of 1983, more than a 
year before the ‘‘moratorium 
movement’ began, Planning 
Director Barry Canner began 
refining the details of a state 
grant application. 

The city was looking for $75,000 
in state money to conduct a plan- 
ning study in the two villages 
hardest hit by development 
pressure — Newton Centre and 
Newton Corner. 

The grant application, rejected 
by state officials in January 1984, 
reeked of foresight. 

“There is concern that the ex- 
isting zoning ordinances may no 
longer be able to adequately ad- 
dress either the demands impos- 
ed upon the commercial areas or 
the physical capacity of each 
village center to accomodate 
these demands," the document 
read. 

Because the city’s zoning or- 
dinances are not adapted to the 
distinctive nature of each village 
center, the application continued, 
“there is a major void as 
development pressures on the ci- 
ty’s commercial areas intensify, 
available capacity diminshes, 
and the threat of direct or in- 
direct commercial — encroach- 
ment into residential areas in- 
creases,” 

The application evolved into 
the Village Study, an approach to 
the city’s zoning problems Can- 
ner sees as much more wor- 
thwhile than a nonbinding ballot 
question asking residents if they 
favor a moratorium on new com- 
mercial construction. 

“People are going to be asked 
to respond to a complex question 
in a very simple way. I’m not 
sure there is enough time for the 
real issues involved in a 
moratorium to be understood. In 
essence, the vote will be taking 


place almost in a vacuum,"’ he 
said yesterday. 

Canner believes the 
moratorium movement has 


spawned both good and bad reac- 
tions. 

“It has pushed some 
developments — one or two fairly 
substantial projects — to take 
place faster,’ he said, citing as 
examples the proposed office 
complex at the former Valles 
Restaurant on Route 9 and the 
Todice office building looming 
over Crafts Street. 


“The proposal for a 
moratorium is creating a very 
naive, superficial reaction 


among residents. It is not going 
to give people the protection they 
think they’re going to get,”’ he ad- 
ded. 
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But, he acknowledged, there 
have been positive offshoots to 
the public outery, including the 
Zoning Review Committee 
(ZRC) working to close longstan- 
ding loopholes, recent attempts 
by aldermen to erase pockets of 
commercial spot zoning in 
residential neighborhoods and, of 
course, the Village Study itself. 

Ironically, Canner believes 
three developers have done more 
to bolster the momentum for a 
building ban than the citizens’ 
group leading the charge. 

First and foremost on the list is 
Jack Antaramian, whose brick 
office building perched on the 
edge of the sidewalk in Four Cor- 
ners spurred the Board of 
Aldermen in early 1984 to 
unanimously support the Village 
Study concept 

At about the same time, the 
former Mayflower Furinture 
Building in West Newton Square 
was turned into an office building 
with an attached parking garage, 
stimulating more debate about 
“appropriate development.”” 

Developer Michael lodice, Jr. 
pushed the moratorium move- 
ment over the top earlier this 
year with a whirlwind of con- 
struction 

In one fell swoop, his six-story 
office and its almost nonexistent 
setback managed to highlight the 
problems created by spot zoning, 
teach residents a hard-to- 
swallow lesson about ‘perimeter 
plans” and gall aldermen into 
creating the ZRC. 

The shock of Iodice’s project 
combined with the lingering 
after-effects of Ronald Druker's 
“One Newton Place’ develop- 
ment and Peter Turchon’s plans 
for an expanded office building in 
Newton Corner helped add 
thousands of signatures to the 
petition calling for the ballot 
question. 

Canner admits “it probably 
took too long”’ for his department 
to turn the concept of the Village 
Study into reality. 

“The issues are too com- 
plicated and the study itself is 
complex and expensive. It took a 
lot of time to draw up the Request 
for Proposals,”’ he said. 

The Board of Aldermen did not 
help the problem any by throwing 
an occasional — parlimentary 
monkey wrench into the effort, 
although Canner is hesitant to 
say so. 

“It's a significant proposition, 
one they couldn’t be rushed into 
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accepting. The whole thing was 
frustrating for the aldermen 
and for me, Working to prepare 
the Village Study literally con- 
sumed this department for quite 
a while,"’ he said 

That water has long passed 
under the bridge, however 

Canner is not convinced the 
results of the moratorium ballot 
question, which he described as 
“a simplistic panacea,”’ will tru- 
ly reflect residents’ feelings on 
the issue of future development 

It will, he believes, produce a 
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kneejerk reaction to the thought 
of skyscrapers blotting out the 
sun and traffic consuming quiet 
residential streets. 

Instead, Canner thinks 
residents can take more produc- 
tive steps to protect the city’s 
residential character by taking 
advantage of the numerous op- 
portunities for public participa- 
tion in the Village Study 

‘L think we did a good job on it 
Hopefully, the end product will be 
as good. I hope it will be,"’ he

Q: Should there be a 
moratorium on commercial con- 
struction in the city until zoning 
laws are revised? 

A: Let’s revise zoning laws now 
so no thought of a moratorium is 
to prevail. Coexistence is a factor 
here. You have to remember that 
commercial development 
creates jobs and generates taxes 
for communities. It’s like a shot 
of adrenalin. We need it, but not 
in residential areas. 

Q: Does the city need a new 
library, and if so, where should it 
be located? 

A: I think at this time that we 
do need a new library. I'ma little 
prejudiced to this, because I 
would have liked it to remain in 
Newton Corner, but that is not to 
be. It would have been good to 
have the existing site next to the 
library, but that is not to be 
either. My second choice is the 
Warren School, but that is not to 
be either. It seems that the selec- 
tive committee has chosen the 
site at Homer and Walnut Streets 
opposite City Hall in Newton Cen- 
tre. I may not agree with its en- 
tirety, but I will go along with it. 
We are finally revved up for a 
library charge. Onward and for- 
ward I say. The mayor has 
presented it and it is now up to 
aldermen to approve the site. It is 
in their ballpark and now they 
should go to the plate and hit a 
homerun.

Vance favors less pay

NEWTON Attorney Verne 
Vance Jr. says his government 
experience is a good reason he 
should serve his third term as 
Ward7 Alderman-at-Large. 

Vance, 53, is a director of the 
Newton Conservators. He is also 
a member of the League of 
Women Voters and the Jewish 
Community Campus. 

Vance and his wife Anita live in 
Chestnut Hill with daughters 
Lisa, 13, and Virginia, 3, and son 
Chip, 11. 

Q: Why do you think you are 
the best candidate for Ward 7 
Alderman-at-Large? 

A: I think I’m the only can- 
didate who has experience as an 
official at all levels of govern- 
ment — federal, state and local 
which gives me the broadest 
understanding of how all levels of 
government work. I also think 
my legal training can help me 
translate that experience into ef- 
fective action on behalf of 
Newton's residents. 

Q: What accomplishment were 
you most proud of last term? 

A: The revision of the or- 
dinance on reuse of surplus 
buildings, which I think produced 
amore effective and rational pro- 
cess for considering all aspects of

Q: What one goal do you have 
for the upcoming term? 

A: I would say probably in my 
view, my principal goal would be 
to work effectively to complete 
the comprehensive review of the

I 
think that the zoning ordinance 
as it currently exists doesn’t real- 
ly divide the city into gradations 
between residential areas and 
commercial areas.

Q: Should aldermen and School 
Committee members be paid, 
and if so, how much? 

A: Yes, I do think both should 
be paid. I think both should be 
paid on the same basis, I’m not 
wedded to the current $3,000 level 
of compensation for both, In 1983, 
I voted against a proposal to in- 
crease aldermanic compensation 
to $3,000. I think something like 

2,400 would be more appropriate 
for both aldermen and School 
Committee members 

Q: Should there be a 
moratorium on commercial con- 
struction until zoning laws are 
revised? 

A: I don't think it’s neccessary 
at this point. I think there is an ef- 
fective process underway that 
should produce a comprehensive 
revision of zoning ordinances 
within the next 12 months. I don't 
think that within that period 
there will be development that is 
likely to materially change the 
character of the city before new 
zoning revisions can become ef- 
fective 

Q: Does the city need a new 
library, and if so, where should it 
be located? 

A: Unquestionably, the city 
needs a new library, and in my

iety’’ which reaches out to kids 
— especially females — to try 
and find out why they are 
afraid of the math learning 
process. While she was living 
in New York, Schnipper work- 
ed as a volunteer at a drug and 
alcohol abuse center where 
she instituted a high school 
equivalency program for 
clients. 

The mother of three students 
enrolled in city schools — Mer- 
ritt, a sophmore at Newton 
North; Deborah, an eighth 
grader at Bigelow Junior High 
School; and Claudia, a sixth

tion of schools is necessary. 
“When a system moves froma 
student population of 18,000 to 
10,000, (it becomes  ap- 
propriate to consolidate 
schools) so as to maintain the 
different programs for 
students.”’

A former president of the 
Underwood School PTA, who 
is currently on a leave of 
absence from the citywide 
PTA council, Berkman’s in- 
terest in city education is more 
than professional. She has 
three children who attend 
public schools in Newton. 
Jethro is a seventh grader at 
Day Junior High School while 
Julia, a fourth grader, and 
Toby, a kindergartener, at- 
tend the Underwood School. 

Besides chairing the round 
table committee and her PTA 
involvement, Berkman is a 
member of the League of 
Women Voters and a “strong” 
supporter of the Newton Arts 
Center. ‘‘The message of my 
involvement has been broad 
and deep,’’ Berkman said. 

Her involvement in the com- 
munity and experience are at 
the heart of her decision to 
run.

Italian-American group fetes DeNucci 


State Representative A. Joseph 
DeNucci, a former New England 
Middleweight Champion boxer, 
will be named Man of the Year in 
October by the Boston Chapter of 
the National Italian-American 
Sports Hall of Fame, Chairman 
Al Aruda announced today. 

DeNucci, once ranked the 
number-five middleweight na- 
tionally, will accept the award at 
the first-ever Boston Chapter 
Scholarship Dinner-Dance to be 
held at Lantana’s in Randolph on 
Oct. 4. 

“It is certainly a humbling kind 
of honor,’’ said DeNucci, a 
Massachusetts State Represen- 
tative since 1976, “I’ve been 
around sports and politics and 
received many awards and this 
certainly has to rank among the 
most important. Sports is my 
first love and the award is very 
meaningful to me,"’ 

Aruda, chairperson for the oc- 
casion, said ‘‘He (DeNucel) was 
chosen because he is the embodi- 
ment of our philosophy: that par- 
ticipation in sports contributes to 
the development of discipline, the 
setting of goals, the building of 
character and confidence ~ all 
hallmarks of a leader," 

DeNucci's pro boxing career 
spanded over 16 years in which 
time the middleweight posted a 
65-12-4 record. His impressive 
start in the sport came when the 
Newton resident was barely 16 


years old. That year, 1956. 
DeNucci won both the New 
England and National Golden 


Glove titles, and after winning 29 
of 30 amateur fights, embarked 
on his pro career 








On March 25, 1957, in his debut 
fight, DeNucei 1 fast and 
finished almost as quickly 


knocking out Johnny Candino in 
the first round 

Over the next decade, DeNucci 
would ride a rocky road to both 
success and disappointment. He 
would quit boxing in 1964, claim: 
ing that he had wasted 10 years in 
the sport. Gambling was what did 
him in he said, but after a 1 
month layoff, DeNucci was ready 
to give it one more shot

I didn’t retire, not officially at 
least,’’ he said after deciding to 
give the sport another try.

N TON If your name is 
Tom Lamb, you immediately 
make 20 copies of the game films 
and send them to all your friends 
and relatives.

Capodilupo might want to save 
one copy of Saturday’s 42-2 
massacre at the hands of Natick, 
just to show his players a few 
hundred times so they never 
forget it.

Given these success stories, 
what has caused such an upsw- 
ing in Newton's art world over 
the past decade? 

According to Simon, the 
answer is ‘‘strong, committed 
and working boards,” consisting 
of long-time Newton residents 
“who had a vision.”” 

The Arts Center board of 
directors consists of 
businessmen, such as Houghton 
Chemicals owner Proctor 
Houghton, high school teachers, 
housewives and artists. One 
noted artist on the board is 
Daisy Brand, a master craft- 
sperson whose pottery was 
chosen by the League of Arts 
and Crafts on Newbury Street as 
a gift to An Wang for funding 
the construction of the Wang 
Center for the Performing Arts. 

But strong boards are not the 
only factors contributing to 
Newton's art boom. 

Another organization playing 
a key role in supporting the arts 
is an umbrella fund-raising 
group called Fund for the Arts 
in Newton (FAN) 

According to Plaut, who was 
instrumental in forming the 
organization three years ago, 
the group this year alone has 
raised $142,000 for seven af- 
filiated arts organizations, 
which includes the NSO, the All 
Newton Music School, the 
Newton Arts Center, the Newton 
Art Association, Newton 
Cultural Affairs, the Newton 
Country Players, the Newton 
Choral Society, and the Newton 
Cable Television Foundation. 

Plaut launched FAN with a 
festival that lasted 15 days and 
included 22 events. During the 
first year, she held a ‘‘Big Ball’’ 
fundraiser for FAN in Bloom- 
ingdales’ furnishings depart- 
ment. The party, which is now 
repeated annually, took place 
amidst the store’s expensive fur- 
niture. These affairs have never 
resulted in damaging the fur- 
nishings, and the department 
floor has always been cleaned 
up by opening time the next 
day. 
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This year FAN added another 
event to raise money for Newton 
arts — the Celebrity Golf Tour- 
nament, which was held Sept. 23 
at the Woodland Country Club. 

With this extra financial help, 
FAN affiliates are sponsoring 
over 100 special events this 
year, says Plaut, which “shows 
you what happens when groups 
cooperate.” 

In addition, the groups offer 
numerous courses in painting, 
dance, photography, crafts and 
other art forms. 

However, says Plaut, ‘none of 
this would have been possible” 
without backing from Parks and 
Recreation Department Com- 
missioner Russ Halloran and 
Major Theodore D. Mann, who 
initially requested that Plaut 
devote 20 percent of her time to 
organizing FAN. 

The concept for an umbrella 
fund raising organization for the 
arts was brought to Newton by 
Lisle Baker, who grew up in 
Kentucky where a Fund for the 
Arts had been established. Now 
a resident of Newton, Baker 
presented the idea to the mayor, 
who urged him speak about it to 
the Newton arts community.

“A lot of energies are taken 
up through fund raising, so FAN 
allowed directors to feel more 
free to concentrate on program- 
ming. The idea was to take 
some of the pressure, if not all 
of it, off our backs.” 

FAN raises $40,000 of the Arts 
Center’s $200,000 budget, say 
Simon, which, in essence, 
“makes up our deficit.” 

Another fund-raising group for 
the arts in Newton is the Arts 
Lottery, which this year brought 
in $20,000 for local art organiza- 
tions, according to Plaut. 

Boston area resident Jac- 
quelyn O'Reilly, whose daughter 
was with the Boston Ballet, 
started the Arts Lottery four 
years ago by selling tickets for 
$5 each. Because this technique 
didn’t work, she pressed to have 
the lottery incorporated in the 
state megabucks organization. 
Now $3 million in megabucks 
money a year is given to arts 
lottery councils in 
Massachusetts communities. 
Newton received the $20,000 bas- 
ed on proposals submitted by its 
council. 

Still, many FAN affiliates are 








supported through a variety of 
sources. For example, the 
Newton Symphony Orchestra is 
also funded through a combina- 
tion of grants, including those 
from the Massachusetts Council 
of the Arts and Humanities, 
Harvard Music Associates and 
the Polaroid Foundation. 

The All Newton Music School, 
which has remained autonomous 
from FAN, gets its funding 
through a numerous sources, in- 
cluding course fees. And as a 
result, the school offers Newton 
residents 35 free faculty con- 
certs a year, 32 chamber 
groups, four orchestras, an 
opera workshop, a large Suzuki 
program, which now boasts up- 
wards of 150 students, plus 
ballet and creative movement 
courses, musical lectures, lun- 
cheons, and outreach programs. 

Combining all these various 
art programs together adds up 
to one thing — the number of 
programs available for both at- 
tendance and participation in 
Newton is larger than ever and 
gr owing. 

“In the past, Newton was just 
a bedroom community,” ys 
Plaut. ‘Boston was Aecre the 
cultural center. Now, people 
here can not only attend plays 
and concerts, they can par- 
ticipate in them.”’

Americans desire style

Americans, purveyors to the 
world of the bean bag chair, the 
lava lamp and Naugahyde, have 
finally acquired good taste. 

But the new American home 
furnishings consumer new 
because of what is believed to be 
the biggest revolution in home 
decorating since the Art Deco 


period — has had a little help 
from some friends: the 
designers. 

Some, like Ralph Lauren, 


Calvin Klein, Bill Blass, Laura 
Ashley, Christian Dior, Perry 
Ellis, come from the world of 
high fashion and are relative 
newcomers to home furnishings. 
Others, most notably American 
Michael Graves and Italian Et- 
tore Sottsass, have expanded 
their architectural roots. 

Still others, such as American 
Frank Lloyd Wright, Swede E. 
Gunnar Asplund, Charles Rennie 
Mackintosh of Scotland and Le 
Corbusier of France, are no 
longer even alive, but are still 
having a great influence on this 
new American refinement. 

The graduation to good taste, 
the experts say, has resulted 
from increasing exposure to 
Europe and is reflected in a 
rebirth of the European way of 
decorating and furnishing the 
home — with style, and most im- 
portant, quality. 

“Obviously communications 
and the growth of all of this has 


made this a much smaller 
world,”’ said Geri Crossland, in- 
terior design consultant at 


Bloomingdale’s in the Virginia 
suburbs of Washington, D.C, 

“People want the quality and 
are finally appreciating the 
quality, be it a linen sheet or a 
well-designed piece of pottery 
done just for the beauty of the 
piece.’”” 

Christian Laine of the Chicago 
Merchandise Mart, which has the 
largest trade volume in furniture 
in the world, said Americans 
finally have ‘‘the opportunity to 
have prestigious name furniture 
to build an environment”’ in their 
homes. 

“It's really a phenomenon of 
the ‘80s. In Europe it’s always 
been that way.” 

Americans are now consider- 
ing how long the furniture will 
last and who the designer is. 
“And it’s not in a snob way 
either. It’s in a more aware 
way,"’ he said 

“I think the fashion industry 
led the way; the whole 
phenomenon of the ‘70s when a 
designer suit or a designer dress 
sort of filtered into designer fur- 
niture.”’ 

One of the most important con- 
tributions, Laine said, has been 
made by Graves, whom he 
credited with setting the color 
palette of the 1980s — pastels — 
and replacing the American 
minimalism of the 1950s, 1960s 
and 1970s with classicism 
f “I don’t think there’s been 
guite the type of excitement in in- 

eriors happening since the Art 
Deco period” 
1930s, he said. 

“Before, history was dead. To- 
day, modernism is dead,” Laine 
said 

Jana Charters, sales represen- 
tative for Atelier International 
Ltd. in The Design Center, a 
Washington, D.C., wholesale fur- 
niture mart, agreed 

An example, Charters said, are 
the early 1900s-era Asprai 
Mackintosh and LeCorbusier 
design furniture sold by her com- 
pany to the designers’ original 
specifications, including a dining 
chair Asplund designed in the 
1930s as a commercial cafeteria 
chair in Sweden. It now retails

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Sun spaces capture sun’s energy

The sun, Vital to all life on 
Earth. So much a part of our lives 
we take it for granted. Yet for the 
savvy home owner, the sun is a 
significant asset. Solar energy 
keeps a house warm and light 
and can contribute to decor. And 
you don’t have to give up a non- 
solar home to tap into benefits, 
said Lee Stanley, a solar energy 
expert 

“Just adding windows to the 
south wall of your home can 
begin to bring you into the solar 
age,” he said. 


“You can also consider install- 
ing solar collectors on your roof 
or walls for water and home 
heating. And the particularly am- 
bitious, technologically inclined 
might want to investigate 


photovoltaic cells which con- 
vert sunlight to electricity or 
wind generators.” 

Still another option is a sun 
space add-on room that collects 
and distributes solar energy for 
home heating while providing ex- 
panded living space and room for 
indoor plant cultivation. 

A sun space attaches directly 
to a home on its own foundation. 
To capture the sun's heat and 
light, a sun space faces no more 
than 30 degrees off true south to 
the southeast or southwest 

The outside wall of the home 
becomes the back wall of the new 
room, An existing door can pro- 
vide access or a window can be 
expanded into a door. Front glass 
slants to let in solar energy dur- 
ing short winter days. A roof 
overhang or external sunshades 
block out sun rays during hot 
summer months. Roof and wall 






insulation seal captured winter 
heat and block out outside sum- 
mer warmth. 

“Some people call them sun 
garden rooms,” Stanley said. 
“Others call them Florida rooms 

- unless they live in California. 
Urban Americans call them 
solariums. 

“Older folks might describe the 
solar add-ons as an update of 
Grandma's old sun porch." 

Modern sun spaces evolved out 
of the old greenhouse 
dedicated 20 years ago to plants 
In the early js, aS energy con- 
servation became important, 
people looked to greenhouses to 
help solarize their homes. Word 
got around — greenhouses were 
remarkably efficient in captur- 
ing solar heat. Soon people 
started using those add-on solar 
rooms as living spaces. 

Although still quite functional 








for raising plants and solarizing a 
conventional home, today’s sun 
space also complements the 
decor of the home it’s attached 
to. Some feature dramatic red 
wood arches. Gone is the all-glass 
look of the old greenhouse. 
Stanley’s company — Solar Ad- 
ditions Inc. of Cambridge, N.Y 
produces customized _pre- 
assembled and do-it-yourself sun 
spaces. To date, American home 
owners have added more than 
100,000 sun spaces to their homes. 
So popular have they become 
that Solar Additions’ American 
Sun division launched a special 
kind of solar housing designed 
around sun space concepts. “It’s 
the added room that heats the 
house,”’ Stanley said. ‘From the 
sun space, a variable-speed fan 
controlled by thermostat can 
spread warm air throughout your 
home.” 








Pitfalls await real estate investors

NEW YORK — Magazines that 
specialize in investment advice 
seem to be crammed with pic- 
tures of novice investors who 
made a fortune buying houses, 
renting them out, and then selling 
a few years later for a big profit. 

But real estate writer Carolyn 
Janik says the economy has turn- 
ed against such investments. 

“Leveraging was the key,” she 
said. “It worked fine when 
houses were going up 10-15-20 
percent a year and interest rates 
were low.”” 

But in most parts of the country 
now, Janik said, investors ‘‘who 
don’t understand the dynamics of 
low-inflation housing” are get- 
ting trapped by a_ negative 


leverage, where interest rates) 
are higher than the appreciation| 


of the house. 


The average single family! 


house in the United States has 
been rising in value by only a lit- 
tle more than 5 percent a year, 
she said. “If you put $10,000 
down, and pay 13 percent in- 
terest, even with a tax benefit 
there’s a question of whether you 
can really make money.” 

Janik is co-author of “All 
America’s Real Estate Book,”’ a 
new Viking publication that pro- 
vides more than 800 pages worth 


and investing in real estate. 











Her warnings about the 
dangers of investing in an uncer- 
tain market are not restricted to 
single-family homes. Among her 
other caveats: 

~"Most people think the way 
to get involved in real estate is to 
buy a small apartment building. 
Statistically, a lot fail. They don’t 
have skilled apartment manage- 
ment, don’t understand screen- 
ing tenants. Rent control can be 
an absolute downer.” 

—"Raw land is a bad invest- 


ment. There’s no depreciation, no 
tax breaks at all. No income at 
all, but you must pay local taxes. 
It’s hard to get a mortgage on 
raw land, although you often can 
get one from the seller. It’s hard 
to sell raw land.” 

—"Vaction homes are in tur- 
moil. The rumor has it that’s go- 
ing to be the first place Congress 
will cut as an interest deduc- 
tion.” 

—'The government is coming 
down really hard on tax shelter 


syndicates and right now they’re 
coming under close scrutiny. 
Unless you're very familiar with 
the syndicate, avoid them until 
things settle down.” 

All is not lost, however. Rental 
properties, if well-managed, are 
in general a good investment, 
Janik said. “Most of the country 
is hurting for rental housing — 
there's so little of it being built.” 

Janik’s favorite investment is 
the owner-occupied multi-family 
home.

Nantucket basket class 
to begin September 30

craft of the Nantucket Lightship Basket fashioned in the same man- 
ner as their 19th century counterparts in a five-week course beginn- 
ing Sep\ 0 toll: m., at the Burr Park Fieldhouse in Newton 
Corner. 

Taught by Martha Lawrence who since childhood has summered in 
Nantucket, the distinctive Nantucket Lightship Basket course 
recreates a craft which evolved in the mid-19th century from wooden 
splint baskets made by Algonquin Indians. As Nantucketers adapted 
the Indian baskets to their needs, they introduced hardwood bottoms 
for durability and utilized wooden splints with rattan arriving in 
abundance from the Pacific aboard Nantucket whaling vessels. 

Between 1856 and 1905 Nantucketers manned the “South Shoal 
Lightship,” which marked treacherous shoals 24 miles off Nantucket. 
To fill the long month of their hazardous duty, the men constructed 
extraordinarily graceful, closely-woven baskets and inadvertently 
contributed the name that identifies the sturdy baskets to this day

New Judge Bohn

NEWTON — The top figures in 
the state’s legal system, in- 
cluding Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
and Attorney General Francis X. 
Bellotti, appeared in City Hall 
yesterday afternoon to witness 
the swearing in of Newton 
District Court’s newest judge, 
Robert Bohn. 

Speaker after speaker praised 
the governor for his choice of 
Bohn for the job. 

Bohn, a 45-year-old Newton 
resident, will be coming over to 
the court from the Middlesex 
County District Attorney’s office, 
where he was chief of the Public 
Protection Bureau. 

His former boss, District At- 
torney Scott Harshbarger, called 
the district courts ‘‘the most im- 
portant level of the court system 
in the commonwealth... It is

see justice done or not done.” 
Bohn is replacing Judge Paul 
Chernoff, who moved over to the 
Superior Court about six months 
ago after sitting in Newton for 
about eight years. Prior to that, 
the seat was held by Judge 
Franklin Flaschner, who was 
chief justice of the district courts 


in the commonwealth. 

Bellotti told the packed alder- 
manic chamber that Dukakis’ ap- 
pointments to the district courts 
“have always been flawless, and 
this is one of the best.”’ He called 
the job of district court judge 
“one of the most important jobs 
in the world,”” 

Bohn worked under Bellotti in 
the attorney general's office in 
the government and civil rights 
bureaus. 

Just prior to swearing him in, 
Dukakis said, ‘‘Bob Bohn is not 
only a very good lawyer. Bob 
Bohn cares a lot about people and 
justice.” 

After the oath was ad- 
ministered to him by Dukakis, 
Bohn said he believed being 
district court judge was a sen- 
sitive job because ‘what is 
generally treated in the judicial 
system as a legal matter is often 
ocial matter."’ He praised the 
tem as being efficient, citing a 
recently released report from 
Harshbarger’s office that said 95 
percent of the criminal matters 
in Middlesex County were settled 
in district court 

Bohn’s father, Robert Bohn,

The attorney suggested 
that my husband now has more 
insurance than necessary, and 
that we should think about sur- 
rendering one of the whole life 
policies he has. But he also says 
that our estate has increased in 
size, and that we should consider 
buying an insurance policy on my 
life. I have never worked outside 
our home, and cannot understand 
what purpose a policy on my life 
would serve. Can you explain his 
logic and tell us what to do?

Dear D.B.: 


First, the issue of your hus- 
band's life insurance. If the in- 
vested proceeds of his policies 
would generate income far in ex- 
cess of your living expenses, and 
if the annual premiums seem ex- 
cessive, he may indeed have 
more than an optimum amount of 
insurance. Depending upon the 
contract, however, his policies 
may at this point be a good in- 
vestment.
